| uernance ol Pariena, after the reiecting of Nicueſa and Ancifus, 
| Lieutenauntes, By his letter, wnpttenatter his warlyke maner, 
8 we vnderſtande that he bath paſſed ouer the mountapnes, diui⸗ 
Den. dyng che Ocean, knowen to vs, from the other mayne fea on the 
ſouth fine of this lande, hicherto uvnknowen. Dis epiſtle is grea⸗ 
ter then that called Capreenfis de Seiano. But we haue geathcrev 
out of that and other, only ſuch things as we thought mot wor: 
chy to be noted. Vaſchus ſo behaued hym ſelfe in theſe allapꝛes, 
that he dyd not only paciſie the kynges diſpleaſure conceiued a⸗ 

gaynſt him. but alſo made hym ſo fauourable and gracious good 
lopde towarde hym, that he rewarded him and his companions 
wich many bonopable gyftes and pꝛiuileges for they: attempts. 
e, I deſyꝛe pour holyneſſe to encline pour attentyue

e to paſſe in cheſe great enterpꝛyſes: ka this baliaunt nation(the

ben done with the ayde of a thouſande men, whereol Petrus 

Arias was appopnted captaine foꝛ the fame purpofe. Aſſembling 
therfore certayne of the olde ſouldiers of Dariena, and manpe of 
thole whiche tame lately from Hifpaniole, allured by the fame of 

eater plentie ol gode, be geathered an armie of a hundꝛed Malthus pis 

relcoze and tenne men. Thus beyng fürnyſhed, and redye to tye geen 
take his voyage by ſea, tubple the wynde ſerued bpm, he depar⸗ mountarnes. 
ted from Dariena with one Bꝛigandine, and ten of their boates 
whiche they call Canoas, as we haue ſayde. F prt therfore arri⸗ 
ung inthe dominion of Careta kyng of Ceiba, and frende to the Cateta hong of 
Chniftians,and leauyng his ſhyppe and boates there, he made Cola. 
his deuout pꝛapers to almightie God, and cherewith went foꝛ · 
warde on his tournep by lande towarde the mountaynes. Pere 
he lyꝛſt entred into the region ol kyng Ponc ha, who fledde at his Bins Poucha. 
commyng, as he had done before, But Y aſc bus ſent meſſengers 
to hym by the conduct of certayne of C areta his men, pꝛompſing 
hym krendſhyp x defence agaynſt his entmies, with many other 
benefites. Ponc ba thus entiled with fapze ſpeache and frendlye 
pofers,both ot our men, and of the Caretans, came to our men 
gladly and woyllyngly, making a league ol frendſhyp with them. 
V a/chus enterteyned him verp krendly, and perlwaded him neuer 
thereafter to ſtande in leare. Thus they ioyned handes, embꝛa⸗ 
led, and gaue great gyftes the one to the other, to knytte vp the 
knotte of continuall amitie. Poncha gaue V aſchus à hundꝛed and 
ten poundes weight of golde, of that pounde whiche the Spani⸗ 
ardes call Peſum. Me had no greater plentie of golde at this 
tyme, by reafon he was ſpoyled the peere before,as we haue ſaid. 
Vaſchus to recompence one benefite wich another, gaue him cers 
tapne of our chynges, as counterfayte rynges, Chiſtal ſtones, 
copper chapnes, bracelets haukes belles, ookyng glaſſes and 
luche other fine ſtulfe. Cheſe thynges they let muche by, x great · Sirange tdin⸗ 
Ipetteeme : fox uche thynges as are ſtrange, are euer where des are conns 
counted prectous. Me gane allo to Poncha certapne ages to felt “Pour 
dees, uhiche he artepted as a pꝛyncely gylte, becauſe they lacke 
Tron, and al other mettals except golde by veaton wherol, they Latte of Iron. 
ate enfoyced 1 — trees to bude 
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chynges in ſaletie behinde hym, marched fopwarde with his ars 
mie toward the mountaines, bp the conduct of certaine guides 
and labourers which Poncha had geuen him, alwel to leave hym 
the way, as alſo to cary his baggages, anv open the ſtrayghtes 
thꝛough the delolate places and craggie rockes ful of the dennes 
of wylde beaſtes: for there is ſeldome any entercourſe of buying 
and lellyng betweene theſe naked people, becauſe they ſtande in 
neede offewe thynges, and haue not the vſe of money: but pf at 
any tyme they exerciſe any barteryng, they doo it but neere 
hande golde for houſhold ſcuffe, wich their confines, 
which ſomwhat efteme p fame for oꝛnament when it is wought. 
Other ſuperfluities they vtterly contemne, as hynderaunces of 
thepn ſweete libertie, fozaſmuche as they are geuen only to play 
and idlenes. And for this cauſe pᷣ high wapes which lye betwene 
the regions, are not muche woꝛne with manye iourneyes, pet 
haue they? ſcautes certayne pꝛiuie markes, wherby they knowe 
the way the one to inuade the others dominions, and {pople and 
tufett them ſelues on both ſydes with mutual incurſions pꝛiuily 
in thenyghe ſeaſon. By the helpe thereloꝛe of they guides and 
labozers, wich our Carpenters, he paſled auer the horrible moun⸗ 
tapnes, and many great ryuers lying in the way, ouet the which 
he made bꝛydges, either with pyles oz trunks of trees. Ind hert 
doo Filet paſſe many thynges whiche they ſuffered foz lacke of 
neteſſaries, being allo in maner ouercome with extreme labour, 
left I chaulde be tedious in rehearſing thinges oll mall value. 
But J haue thought it good not to omyt ſuche voopnges as he 
bad with the kynges bp the map. Therefore oz euer he came to 
the toppes of the high mountapnes, he entred tuto a region cals 
led Quarequa,and mette with the king thereof called by the fame 
name, wich a great bande of men armed after they; manner, 
as with bowes and atrowes, long and bꝛode two handed 
ſmodꝛdes made of wood, long ſtaues hardened at the endes with 
lxe, dartes alſo and ſſynges. Me came pꝛoudely and cruellye 
agaynſt our men, and ſent meflengers to them to bydde them 

and pꝛoceede no further, demaundyng vuhyther then 
een 
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ſooꝛth and ſhewed hym ſelfe, beyng apparelled with al his no⸗ 

pilitie, but the other were al naked. Then appꝛoching towarde 

our men, he thꝛeatned thẽ, with a Lions countenance, to depart 

from thence, except they woulde be ſlayne euery mothers ſonne. 

Then sur men denpen that they woulde goe backe, he allayled 

them fiercely, but the battaple was ſoone finithen : loꝛ aſſoone anes Games . 
as they hearde the noyſe of the hargabufies, they belcened that ro kingbt. 
dur men carped thunder and lyghtnyng about with them. Ma⸗ Bargabuſies. 
ny alfo beyng ſlayne and ſoꝛe wounded with quarrels of crolſe · cromebowes 
bowes, they turned they? backes and fledde. Our men folowing 

them inthe chaſe, hewed them in peeces, as the Butchers doo 

fleſbe in the ſhambles, from one an arme, from another a legge, 

from hym a buttocke, from another a ſhoulder, and from fome 

the necke from the bodye at one ftroke, Thus, fore hundzed of vi. C. Barbari⸗ 
them, with theyꝛ kyng, were flapne lyke bꝛuite beaſtes. Va/chus ais are daine 
founde the houle of this kyng infected wich moſte abominable 

and vnnaturall lechery: fo2 be founde the kynges bꝛother, and 

many other poung men in womens apparell, ſmoothe and effes 

minately decked, whiche by the repoꝛt of ſuche as dwelt about 

hym, he abuſed with prepofterous venus . Of thele about the 

number of fourtie, he commaunded to be geuen fo a pray to his 

dogges: for (as we haue ſayd) the Spanpardes vle the helpe of Tue vn ot 
dogges in theyꝛ warres agaynſt the naked people, whom they dogges in the 
imiade as ſiercely and rauenynglp, as yk they were wilde bones ue naneg 10 
oꝛ Hartes: inſomuche that our Spanpardes haue founde they? Barbarians. 
dogges no leſle fapthful to them in al dangers and enterpꝛiles, 

then dyd the Colophonians oꝛ Caſtabalences, whiche inckituted 

whole armies of dagges, ſo made to ſerue in the warres, that be⸗ 

png accuſtomed to place them in the kaꝛekronte of the bat⸗ paturat pas 
taples, they neuer {hyonke op gaue backe. Chen the people had trod of vunas 
hearde ok the feuere punyſhment whiche our men had exeru⸗ a dune. 
ted vpon that kylchy kynde of men, they reſoꝛted to them as it 

had ben to Mercules fo? refuge, by violence bꝛyugyng with them 

all ſuche as they knewe to be infected with that peſtilence, ſpyt⸗ 

tyng in theyꝛ faces, and crying out to our men to take reuenge 

ol them, and rydde them out of the woꝛlde from among men. 

a3 contagious beaſtes. This ſtynkyng abomination had 

not pet entred among the people, but was exerciled * 
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J wonlde al by the noble men and gentlemen. But the people lyftyng by 

men were of they; handes ¢ eyes toward heauen, gaue tokens that God was 

his op mon. greeudulliy offended with luche vple Deedes, affwymyng this to 

be the cauſe of they: fo many thunderynges, lyghtnyng, and tem: 

peſtes, wherewith they are ſo often troubled, and of the ouer⸗ 

flowyng of waters which dꝛowne theyꝛ ſets and kruites, whereof 

fampne and diuers diſeaſes enſue, as they ſymply and faythfully 

beleue, although they knowe none other GO then tye ſunne, 

whom only they honour, thinkyng that it doth both geue and 

take away,as it is pleaſed oꝛ offended: Pet are they very doci⸗ 

Eat and 10e ble, and ealte to be allured to our cultonies and religion, if chep 
wocnkemen had anp teacher. In theyz language there is nothyng vnplea⸗ 
| but fee. faunt to the eare, oꝛ harde to be pronounced, but that all they 
wooꝛdes may be vnytten with latine letters, as we layde of the 

Maaripke peo: iithabitauntes of Hiſpaniola. It is a uu xlyke nation, and hath 

pie, ben euer hycherto moleſtous to theyꝛ boꝛderers: but the region 

is not foꝛtunate with fruite ful grounde, oꝛ plentie of golde. Det 

Ttze higher, the is it full of great barren mountaynes, beyng ſomew at colde by 

colder. realon ofcheir height, and therefore the noble men and gentle: 

men are apparelled, but che common people liue content only 

wich the benefites of nature. There is a region not paſt two 

ö dayes tourney diſtaut from Qare qua, in wiche they founde on: 
lache ones Iy blacke Boones, and thole exceedyng fierce and cruel. They 
8 ſuppoſe that in tyme paſt certayne blacke Mooꝛes fapled thy⸗ 

ther out of Ethiopia to robbe, and that by ſhypwꝛacke op ſome 

other chaunce, they were dꝛyuen to thoſe mountaynes. The in: 

habitaunts of Quarequa Ipue tn continual warre and debate with 

theſe blacke men. Here / aſchus leauing in Quarequa many of bis 
Wileates of louldiers (which by reafon they were not pet accuſtomed to {uch 

and pet. krauayles and hunger, kel into diuers dileaſes) tote with hym 


Tye louth fea. the pꝛolpect of the other ſouth lea, is only fire dayes iourney, the 
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of Qaarequa, from the whiche he myght fee the other fea fo long 
looked for, and neuer ſeene before of any man commyng out of 
dur worlde. Appꝛoching therfore to the toppes of the moun⸗ 
tapnes, he commaunded his armpe to fay, and went hym felfe 
alone to the toppe, as it were to take the fyꝛſt poſſeſſion thereof, 
Ahere, fallyng pꝛoſtrate vppon the grounde, and rayſing hym Wlapet. 
felfe agame vpon his knees, as the maner of the Chꝛiſtians is to 
prape, lyftyng vy his eyes and handes towarde heauen, and di⸗ 
rectyng his face towarde the newe founde ſouth fea, he powred 
fooꝛth his humble and deuout pꝛayers before alnughtie God, as 
a ſpirituall ſacrifyce wich thankes gyuing, that it pleaſed his 
diuine maieſtie, to reſerue vnto that day the victoꝛie and pꝛayſe 
of fo great a thyng vnto bpm, beyng a man but of ſmal wyt and Sod rayfeth 
knowledge, of lytle experience, and bale parentage, Then he 3 — ee 
hadthus made his pꝛayers after bis warlike maner, he beckned * 
with his hande to his companions, to come to hym, ſhewyng 
them the great mapne {ea heretofore vnknowen to thinhabitants 
of Europe, Aphꝛike, and alia. Mere agayne he fell to his pꝛay⸗ 
ers as befoꝛe, deſying almyghtie God (and the bleſſed A 95 
fauour his beginnynges, and to geue hym good ſuccelſe . 
due thole landes, to the gloꝛy of his holy name, and encreaſe of 
his true religion. All his companions dyd lykewyſe, and pray: 
fed God with loude voyces fox top. Then J aſcus, wich no leſſe 
man've coꝛage then Hannibal of Carthage ſhewed his fouldiers — es of 
Italye, and the pꝛomontoꝛies of the Alpes, exhorted his mento . 
lyft bp theyꝛ hartes, and to behalde the lande euen nowe vnder 
theyꝛ feete, and the ſea before theyꝛ eyes, whiche ſhoulde bee 
vnto them a full and tuft rewarde of theyꝛ great laboures and tra: 
uayles nowe ouerpaſſed. CAhen he had ſayde theſe wooꝛdes, he 
tommaunded them to raiſe certaine heapes of ſtones, in the ſtede 
of alters, for a token of polſeſſion. They deſcendyng from the 
toppes of the mountaynes, leaſt ſuche as myght come after bpm 
poulde argue hym of lying on falthood, he wrote the kyng of 
Caftels name here and there, on barkes of the trees, both on the ö 
er 
came to the region of che next 
dowarde the ſouth, whole name was Chiapes . This kyng came 
bor h agapnit bpm with a great multitune of men, threampag 
8 d 
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Ring Chiapes, and foꝛbyddyng him not only to pate through his dominions, 
but alſo to goe no further. Hereupon / Ac bhus (et his battayle 

& battaple. in arap, and exhozted his men (beyng nowe but fewe) fierflp 
toaflaple thepꝛ enemies, and to eſteeme them no better then 

dogges meate, as they ſhoulde be ſhoꝛtly. Placing therefore 

the hargabulters and maſties in the foꝛefroont, they ſaluted kyng 

Chtapes is viz Chiapes and his men with ſuch alarome, that when they hard 
uen to apght. tye noyle of the gunnes, lam the flames of fire, and fnelt the 
ſauour of bꝛimſtone (for the wynde blewe towardes them) they 

dꝛoue them ſelues to flyght, with ſuch feare left thunderboultes 

and lyghtnynges kolowed them, that many fell downe to the 
ground, whom our men purſuing, kyꝛſt keepyng theyꝛ oꝛder, 
and after bꝛeakyng they? aray, flue but fewe, and tovke ma 
nye captyue: Foz they determined to vle no extremitie, but to 
pacpfie thoſe regious as quietly as they myght. Enteryng thers 
Daſchus ſen⸗ fx into the pallace of kvng Ciapes, Vaſchus commaunded 
dethforkyng many of the captyues to be looſed, wpllyng them to (earch out 
chiapes. theyz kyng, and to exhoꝛt hym to come thither: and that in ſo 
doyng, he woulde be his frend, and pꝛofer hym peace, beſpde 
many other benefites: But if he refuled to come it ſhoulde turne 

to the deſtruction ol hym and his, and utter ſubuertion of his 

tountrey. And chat they myght the moze aſſuredly do this mel 


cbiapes tubs lage to Chiapes, he ſent wich them certapne of the guides whiche 


mitterh hym came with hym from Quarequa, Thus Chiapes, beyng perſua⸗ 


poi omats pep afwell by the Quarequang, who coulde coniecture to what 


end the matter woulde come, by therperience whiche they had 
ſeene in them ſelues and theyꝛ kyng, as allo by the reafons of 
his owne men, to whom / aſc bus had made ſuche frendly pro 
miles in his behalle, came foorth of the caues in the whiche he 
lurked, and ſubmitted hym ſelfe to Va/chus, who accepted hym 
frendlp , They iopned handes, embzaced the one the other, made 
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The thyrde Decade. 98 
the gupdes and labourers lohiche came with hym krom thence, 
he rewarded them liberallp, and diſmiſled them with thankes. 
Shortly after, by the conduct of Chiapes hym ſelle, and cers 
tayne of his men departyng from the toppes of the mountapnes, 
he came in the ſpace of foure dayes to the bankes of the newe 
fea: where allemblyng al his men togeather, with the kynges 
ſcribes and notaries, they addicted all that mayne fea with all 
the landes adiacent theretmto, tothe Dominion and Empire of 
Caftile . Were he left part othis ſouldiers with Chiapes, that he 
myght the ealelier ſearch thofe coaſtes. And takyng with hym 
niene of theyꝛ lyghters made of one whole tree ( whiche they call 
Culchas,as thinhabitantes of Hiſpaniola cal them Canoas) q allo a g 
bande of foureſcoꝛe men, with certeyne of Cbiapes men, he paſſed 
ouer a great riuer, and came tothe regiõ of a certeine king, whole 
name was Coquera. De attempted to relyſt our men as dyd the 
other, and with lyke ſucceſſe: foꝛ he was ouercome and put to 
flight. But / aſchus, who entended to winne him with gentelnes, 
ent certeyne Chiapeans to hym, to declare the great power of 
our men, howe inuincible they were, howe mercitull to ſuch as 
lubmit them felues , alfo crueil and ſeuere to ſuch as obftinatip 
wichſtand chem: Pꝛomiſyng hym furthermoꝛe, that by the frends 
hip ol our men, he might be wel aſſured by thexample of other, 
not only to liue in peace and quietnes hym ſellfe, but allo to be res 
uenged of the iniuries of his enimies: CTA yllyng bpm in conclu⸗ 
fion fo to weigh the matter, that yk he refuled this gentlenes pꝛo⸗ 
fered vnto hym by fo great a victourer, he ſhould op it were long 
learne by feelyng, to repent hym to late of that peryll whiche he 
myght haue auoyded by hearyng. Coquc / a with theſe woꝛdes and 
examples, ſhaken with great feare, came gladly with the met 
ſengers, bzyngyng with him. 65 0. Peſos of wꝛought olde, 
whiche he gaue vnto our men, Vaſchus rewarded hym likewiſe, 
as we layd befoze of Poncha. Coquera beyng thus pacified, they 
returned to the pallace of Chiapes, where, vilityng theyꝛ compas 
nions, and reſtyng there a whple, Va chus determined to ſearch 
the next great gulfe, the whiche, from the furihelt reachyng 
thereok into the lande of theyꝛ countryes, from the enteraunce A suite oethure⸗ 
ofthe mapne fea, they fap to be theetcne myles. Chis they Baut Flaeha⸗ 
named faint Pichaels guife, whiche a fap to be ge eis gulf, 
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habited Nandes and hugious rockes, Entryng therefore into 

— — 
The manty auyng companpe code 
gane rale of Whole men he went fan wurde on his purpoſe, although be were 
Walspus greatly diſlwaded by Chiapes, who earneſtly deſyꝛed him not to 
attempt that voyage at that tyme, affirming p guife to be lo tem: 

peſtious and ſtoꝛmie thee monethes in the peere, that the {ea 

was there by no meanes nauigable, and that he had ſeene many 

Culchas deubured of whirlepooles, euen before his eyes. But 

inuincible / aſc bus, impacient of idleneſſe, and boyde of all feare 

in Gods caule, aunſwered, that God and his holy ſaintes would 

prolper his enterpꝛyſes in this caſe, foꝛaſmuche as the matter 

touched God, and the defence ok che Chpittian religion, for the 

mayntenance wherof, it thoulve be neceffarie to haue abun⸗ 
Kuyches are ¶ dance of ryches and treaſure, as the ſinewes of warre againſt the 
the lynewes of enimies ofthe fapth. Thus blyng allo the office both of an oꝛa⸗ 
— tour and preacher, and hauyng perſwaded his compantens, he 
nes of kung lanched from the lande. But Chyapes, lett Vaſchus ſhoulde any 
<hiapes. thyng doubt of his faythkulneſſe towarde him, pꝛofered hym ſelfe 
to goe with hym whpther ſoeuer he went, and woulde by no 

| meanes aſſent that / aſchus ſhoulde depart from his palace, but 

that he woulde bꝛyng hym on the wap, and take part of his for 
tune. Thertoze, aſſoone as they were now entred into the mainc 
e ſea, ſuch ſourges conflyctes of water aroſe agaynſt them, that 
che lea. they were at they? wittes endes, whither to turne them, oꝛ where 

g to reſt. Thus being toſſed and amaſed with feare, the one looked 
on the other with pale ¢ vnchearefull countenances, but eſpeci⸗ 

ally Chiapes and his company, vho had befoꝛe tyme with they 

eyes ſeene the experience of thole ieopardies, were greatly dil⸗ 

comforted (pet as God waulde) they eſcaped all, and landed at 

the next Jlande, where, makyng kalt theyz boates, they 

Tye intra- kelled there that nyght. Pere the water ſo encreaſed, that it 
Gugtyiea. almoſt onerflowwen the Tlande. They lap allo, that the South 
fea doth ſu in manner boyle and ſwel, that when it is at the hygb⸗ 

eff, it bath couer manp great rocken, whiche at the fal thereof, 

: Ache u ate Ge Sout (ea, apne a nr Yor, 
ag ’ with one boyce, 
Duke satilearclye wich ita unte a ati abou the bas 
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us they allo confeſle whiche inhabite the Nande ol 7 i/paniola, 
and other Nandes ſituate in the fame, The Bande therefore be 
ing nowe dope by the fall of the water, they reſoꝛted to theyz 
boates, which they founde al ouerwhelmed, x ful ol ſande, and 
ſome fore bꝛuiſed with great rpftes, and almoſt loft by reaſon 
theyz cables were bꝛoken: ſuche as were bꝛuiled, they tyed fatte 
with thexm gyꝛdles, with llyppes of the barkes oftrees, and with td gots in 
tough and long ſtalkes of certayne hearbes of the ſea, ſtoppyng uccetine. 
the ryftes oz chynkes with graſle, accoꝛding to the pꝛeſent necel⸗ 
ſitie. Thus were they enforced to returne backe agapne, lyke 
vnto men that came from ſhypwꝛacke, beyng almoſt conſumed 
with hunger, becauſe theyꝛ vyttualles were vtterly deſtroyed 
by tempeſt. The inhabitauntes declared that there is hearde all 
the peere hoprible rop‘ng of the ſea among thoſe Jlandes, as of 
ten as it ryſeth op falleth, but this mo eſpecially in thole three 
monethes in the whiche it is moſt boyſtous, as Chiapes tolde 
Vaſchus befone, meanyng (as they coulde coniecture by his two: 
des) October, Nouember, and December: loꝛ he ligniſted the 
pꝛeſent moone, x the two moones folowpna, countyng the mo⸗ 
nethes by the mooneg, whereas it was nowe October. Were 
therefore refrething him felfe and his ſouldiers a whyle, and pale 
ſyng by one vnpꝛolitable kyng, he came to another, whole name 
was Tumaccus, after the name of the region, beyng lituate on The region 
that (poe of the gulfe. This Tumaccus came fooith agaynſet 
our men, as dyd the other, and with tyke foꝛtune: fo2 he was o⸗ 
uertome, dꝛyuen to flyght, and many ol his men ſlayne. He him uyng Tumacs 
lelke was allo ſoxe wounded, but pet eſcaped. Vaſchus {ent cer: fina en te 
tapne meſſengers of the Chiapians to hym, to returne, and not 
to be afrayde: but he coulde be nothing moued, neyther by pros 
miſes, noꝛ thꝛeatninges: pet when the meflengers were infant, 
and ceaſſed not to threaten death to him and his familie, with the

Cle , at the length he ſent his ſonne with them „hom / aſchus 
bonourably enterteynyng, apparellyng bym gapgiouly, and 
bim many apftes, ent him to his father, wyllyng hym 
to p hym ok the pulllaunce, munificence, lcberalitie, hu · 
manitie, and clemencie of our men. Tumaceus beyng mooned 
by this gentleneſſe derlared towatde his forme, cate with bprn 
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the ihyꝛde day, bꝛyngyng nothyng with bym at that tyne . But 
after that he knewe that our men deſpꝛed golde and pearles, 
he fent for (pre hundꝛed and fourteene Peſos of golde, and two 
hundꝛed and fourtie of the byggeſt and fayꝛeſt pearles, beſyde a 
great number of the ſmalleſt ſoꝛt. Our men marueyled at the 
byggenes and fayzenes of theſe pearles, although they were not 
perfectly whyte, becauſe they take them not out of the fea mul⸗ 
cles, extept they fpptt roſt them, that they map the eafelper open 
them felfe, and alfo that the fpfipe may yo the better taſt, 
whiche they eſteeme fora delicate and pꝛincely dyſſhe, and fet 
moze therby, then by the pearles them ſelues. Ok theſe thynges 
IJ was enfourmed of one Arbolantius beyng one of V/aſchus com: 
panions, whom he lent ta the kyng · wich many pearles, and cer: 
tayne of thoſe fea mufeles. But when Tumaccus ſabe that our 
men fo greatly regarded the beautie of the pearles, he commaun⸗ 
bed certapne of his men to prepare them ſelues to go a fyſſhyng 
fo pearles: TLtho departing, came agayne within foure dapes, 
hingyng with them twelue pounde weight of oꝛient pearies, af: 
ter eight ounces to the pounde. Thus reioycing on both parties, 
they embꝛaſed, and made a league of continual trendſhyp. Tumac⸗ 
cus thought hym ſelfe happie that he had pꝛeſented our men with 
luch thanke full gyftes, and was admitted to theyz krendſhyp: 
and our men thinkyng them felucs happie and blelled that they 
had founde ſuch tokens of great ryches, walowed downe they 
ſpyttle fo thyꝛſt. At all theſe dooinges, kyng Chiapes was pit: 
ſent, as a wytnes and companlon. He allo reioyced not a litle, 
alwell that by his conductyng he ſawe that our men ſhoulde bee 
fatiffien of theyꝛ deſpꝛe, as alſo that by tbis meanes he had de⸗ 
clared to the next kyng his boꝛderer and enimie, what frendes 
be had of our men, by whole ayde be myght lyue in quictnes, 
and be re of his aduerſarie, if neede ſhoulde fo requyꝛe. 
oy ase bea) thefe naked kynges tnfel them felucs 
with greeuolis warres, onelp for a and deſyze to rule. 
Vaſcbus boſteth in his epiſtle, that he learned certapne marue- 
lous ſecretes of Tumaccus hym ſelle, as concernyng che great

heat of the Donne troubles them, twherof it is no marueple, for. 
aſmuche as they were neere vnto the Equinoctial line, although 
they make no mention of the eleuation of the pole, foꝛ in ſuche res 
gions, in the nyght the Moone and other colde planettes, but 
inthe dap the Sonne and other hotte planettes, doo cheefelp 
cxercyſe theyꝛ influence, although the antiquitie were of an 
other opinion, ſuppoſyng the Equinoctiall circle to bee vnha· 
table and defolate, by reaſon of the heate of the Sonne, hauyng 
his courle perpendiculerly oz directly ouer the fame, except a

And here haue J named 
Antipodes, fœaſmuche as J am not ignoant that there bath ben 
men of ſinguler witte and great learnyng, whiche haue denyed 
that there is Intipodes, that is, ſuche as walke feete to feete. But 
it is moſt certaine, that it is not geuen to any one man to knowe 
all thynges, for euenthey allo were men, whole pꝛopertie is to 
erre, and be deceiued in many thynges . Meuercheleſſe, the oz ⸗ 
trugales o our tyme, haue fapled to the fyue and kyftie degree of

whete as befope they ſtomackes had ben vſed to good meates. g 
But the olde ſouldiers of Dariena, were hardened to abyde all Om tompiers, 
ſoʒoweg, x exceedyng tollerable of labour, heate, hunger, x wat: 

chyng, inſamuche that aoe make theyꝛ boatt,that they 

haue obferued a longer e ſharper Lent then euer pour holynelle uuns tent 
enioyned: fop they fap, that fop the {pace of foure whole peeres, 
— except nolwe and 
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gers to fetche hym, he nyonot ontpe at che pat ſubmit ſym 
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lande, dk the tubiche nowe ſewe were lyuyng. But let us note 
ompt thele thynges, and returne to V aſc bus, che bpctourer of the 
moumtapnes. :

conduct of certapne ng Teaocha his 
— men, and came to the banke of the riuer Co- 
mogrus, wherof the region and kyng thereof, are named by the 
fame name, he found the ſydes of cheſe mountaynes fo rude and 
barren, that there was nothyng apt to be eaten, but wilde rootes, 
and certayne vnplealaunt fruites of trees. Two kynges beyng 
neere of blood, inhabited this vnfoꝛtunate region, which / chu, 
ouerpaſſed with all ſpeede, for feare of hunger. One of theſe 
pooze kynges was named Cotochus, and the other Ciurig u. De 
tooke them both with him, to guyde hym the way, and diſmiſſed 
Teaoc ha his men with vittuals and rewards, Thus foꝛ the {pace 
of thee dayes, he wandered through many deſart woods, craggy 
mountapnes, t muddie marithes, ful of ſuche quampꝛes, that 
men are oftentimes ſwalowed vp in them, if they loke not p more 
warely to their fete: alſo through places not frequented with re 
ſozt of men, and ſuche as nature had not pet opened to they ble, 
fozaſmuche as the inhabitauntes haue ſeldome entercourſe be⸗ 
tweene them, but only by ſundꝛy incurlions, the one to ſpoyle 
and deſtroy the other: beyng other wyſe contented to lyue onlye 
after the lawe of nature, wichout al wozloly toyle for fuperfive 
‘ous pleaſureg. Thus entryng at che length into the territo 
rie of another kyng, whofe name was Becbebues, they founde 
all thynges voyde and in ſcilence: for the kyng and his {ub 
iectes were al fledde ta the woods. hen V aſchus fent mellen⸗

felfe, but allo pomiſe his apde, with all chat he mpabe makes 
oteltyng furthermoꝛe, that he fledde not for feare that our 
l 
verye ſhame and greefe ol mynde, for that he was not able to 


caule his ore of bitaples was conſumed. Pet in a token of 
obedience and frendeſhyppe, he ſent our men many veſſelles ol ene o¢ 
golde, delpring them to accepte them as the gifte of a frend, golde. 
whofe good wyll wanted not in greater thynges, ik his abilitie : 
were greater, By whiche wooꝛdes, the pooze man ſeemed 
to inſinuate that he had ben robbed, and otherwyſe cruelly 
handled of his boꝛderers , by reaſon whereof, our men were 
enforced to depart from thence moze hungerly then they came, 
As they went foz warde therefore, they eſpyed certayne naked 
men commyng Downe from a hyll towarde them . Vaſc but 
cominaunded his armye to fap, and fent his interpꝛetours to 
them, to knowe what they woulde haue. Then one of them, ta 
whom the other ſeemed to geue reuerente, ſpake in this effect, 
Our loꝛde and kyng Chioriſus, greeteth pou well, wyllyng vs kong Chiori⸗ 
to declare that he harde of pour puiſlaunce and bertue, whereby = endeth 
pou haue ſubdued euyll men, and reuenged the wꝛonges doone to — e, 
innocentes: Foꝛ the whiche pour noble factes and iuſtyce, ag Solve. 
he doth honour pour fame, fo woulde he thynke hym felfe moſt 
happie, ifhe mygbt receiue pou into his palace. But, foꝛaſmuch 
as his foꝛtune hath ben fo euyll (as he imputeth it) that beyng 
out of your wap, you haue ouerpaſſed hym, he hath {ent pou this 
golde, in token of his good wyll and frendſhyppe toward pou, 
And with hele woordes he deliuered to Yaſchus thirtie diſhes 
ok pure golde, addyng hereunto, that when fo euer it ſhoulde 
pleaſe bpm to take the paynes to come to then kyng, he ſhoulde 
tectaue greater gyftes. He declared further, that a kyng 
Whiche was their boꝛderer and moꝛtall eninie, was very ryche 

m golde, and that in ſubduyng ol hym, they ſhoulde both

whereas the pꝛyde and wantonnefle of our tyme, Doth in mance 
impute it to vs fo; ignominie, to be without that, whereof by 
nature we haue no neede. But they? contentation with che 
benefites of nature, doth playnely declare, that men may leade 
a free and hapyye lyfe without tables, table clothes, catpets, 
napkyns, and towels, with ſuch other innumerable, wherok 
chey haue no vle, except perhaps the kynges kurnyſh theyꝛ ta 
bles with a fewe golden veſlels. But the common people dpiue 
away hunger with a pecce of cheyꝛ head in the one hand, and 
3 fyſhe, oʒ ſome kynde of kruite in the other

Pocchorroſiaus, inuaded the village and paliace of Tumanama, 
where they tooke hym pꝛyſoner, ſuſpectyng nothyng leſſe. ie 
had with hym two poung men, whiche he abuſed vnnaturally, 
alfo fourt ſcoꝛe women, whiche he had taken violently from dt 
uers kynges : lykewyſe, a great number of his gentlemen & 
lubiectes were taken ſtraglyng in other vyllages neere about 
his pallace. Iq; they houſes are not adherent togeather as 
burs be, betaule they are oftentpmes troubled with vehe⸗ 
ment whirlewyndes, by reafon of the ſodayne chaunges and mo⸗ 
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e e shoute jabberent, and that euen ag 
bygge asthe pallace it ſelle. Eycher of theſe houles were in 
length a hundzed and twentye paces, and in breadth fiftie paces, 
as our men meaſured them. here Se thee cio — kyng was 
atcuſtomed to mutter his men, as often as he prepared an ar. 
my. Mhen Tumanama therfoze was thus taken captiue, with 
all his Sardanapanicall familie. the Poccborrofians hꝛagged and 
thgeatened bpm, beyng now bound, chat he ſhoulde thontly be 
hanged : the other kynges alla his bonderers, reiopted at his / 
atumne hereby our men parcepued that Tumanama 
was no leſſe troubleſome to his neyghbours, chen was Pacra to 
the kynges of the ſouth (pve of the mountapnes. / aſchus allo the 
Valchus his better to pleaſe them, thꝛeatened hym greeuauſtpe, but in deede 
Wondes to entended no eupll towards bpm. He (pake therfore ſharply vnto 
g bpm with theſe woods: Chou ſhalt now ſuffer punichment 
thou cruell tyꝛant, foꝛ thy pꝛyde and abhommations. Thou ſhalt 

knowe of what power the Cniſtans are, whom thou batt fo con: 

temned, and thꝛeatned to dzawe by the heare of theyꝛ heades to 

the next ryuer, and there to dꝛowne them, as thou haſt oftentimes 

made thy vaunt among thy naked ſlaues: But thou thy ſclle 

ſhalt fyꝛſt fecle that, whiche thou batt pꝛepared foꝛ others . And 

heerewith cemmaunded hym to be taken vp: Neuer thelelſe 

geuyng a pꝛpuie token of pardon to them whiche layde handes 

an hym. Thus vnhappy Tumanama, fraryng and belecuyng 

that /aſc bus had ment in erneſt as he commaunded, fell pꝛo⸗ 

ſtrate at his feete, and with teares deſired pardon: Pꝛoteſting 

that he neuer fpake any ſuche woꝛdes, but that perhaps his no⸗ 

ble men in theyꝛ dzunkenneſſe had ſo abuſed they: tongues, 
N whiche he coulde not rule: Foꝛ theyꝛ wynes, although they be 
not made of grapes, yet are they of foꝛce to make men dꝛun⸗ 
| ken . Pe declared furthermoꝛe, that the other kynges his boys 
derers had of malice ſurmiſed ſuch lyes of hym, enuping his fos 

„ tune, becauſe he was ol greater power then they, molt humbly 
n Len deſyjyng Vafchus, that as he tooke hym to be a iuſt victourer, 
metuunt. foto geue no credite Unto they, bniutt and malicious con: 
| a. ly Addyng heereunto, that if it woulde pleafe hym to 
N not hauyng offended, he woulde lang bym great 
3 Nas lng his ‘ye bane on pis * 
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and Alla the thyꝛde daye 
des weyght of gold lo they? fine and raunſome . Tumanama be: 
— —＋ 7 he anſweared, that it 
wag not geathered in his domninions, but that it was bꝛought his 
aunteſtours from the riuer Comozras towarbe the ſouth But 
the Poccborrofians and other his enemies layde that he lyed, af: 
firmpng that his kyngdome was ryche in golde. Tumanama on 
the contrary part, inſtantly pꝛ that he neuer knewe any 
golde myne in all his dominions: pet denied not but chat there 
hath ſometymes been found tertayne final graynes ok golde, to 
the g whereof, he neuer had any regard, becaule chey 
could not get it without great ¢ long labour. Chile thele things 
uere doing, che icke men which V aſchus had lef: in the vyllage 
of Pocc horroſa, tame to hym the. viti. day of the Calendes of Ja⸗ 
mary, in che peere of Chꝛiſt.

This playne 
they tall Zauana. Beyond this, are the great and hygh moun: 
taynes, whiche diuide the two ſeas, whereof we haue {poken 
bete. Dut okthe ſtiepe hylles, ſmyngeth the ryuer Comogras, Che riuer 
whiche runneth tough the fapde playne to the hygh moun- Comogrus. 
taynes, receauyng into his chanel by their valleys, all other 
wuers, and lo falleth into the ſouch fea: It is diſtant from Pa- 
riena, avout thꝛeeſcoꝛe and tenne leagues towarde the welt, Zs 
our men therefore came to thefe parties, kyng Comogrus (others 
wyſe called Charles by his chꝛiſtian name) met then ioyfully, 
and entertapned them honozablp , . them their fll of 
pleaſaunt meates and dꝛyntkes: tbe gaue allo to / aſchus twentie 
pounde weight of waought golde. Va/chus recompenſed hym 
with thynges whiche he elleemed muche moze, as tes, and 
ſundꝛy kyndes of carpenters tooles: alſo a ſouldiours cloke, and 
a fapꝛe ſhurt, mought with needle wooꝛke. By theſe gyftes, Co- 
mogrus thought bpm ſelle to be halfe a God among his boꝛde⸗ 
rers.

Peunttech in the lame letter, that he had many fore conllictes,

battaple: and cherefoꝛe in all his large letter, there is not one 

leafe without thankes geuyng to almyghty God foz his delyue⸗ 

rp, aud pꝛeſeruation from fo many imminent peryls . Me attemp⸗ 

ted no enterpꝛiſe, o toke in hand any voyage, without thinuocas 

tion of God and his holy ſayntes. Thus was V aſchus Balboa of 

abpolent Goliath, turned into Heliſeus, and from Antens to 

Hercules, the conquerour of monſters.

gers, in no condition admitting them otherwile then by conquelt, 
efpecially the fierce Cambales op Caribes. Fo theſe wylie hun · sanprntecs ¢ 
ters ofmen, geue them ſelues to none other kynde of exercyſe, : 

At the 
tommyng therefore of our men into theyz regions, they locke 
as lurelp to haue them fall into their ſnares, as if they were The fperintdle 
hartes on wylde boꝛes: and with no leſſe conkydence, licke their or the cams 
uppes ſecretly, in hope of their pꝛaye. If they get the vpper . 
hande, they eate them greedyly: tf they myſtruſt them ſelues to 
be the weaker part, theytrult to theyꝛ fete, and flee ſwifter then 
the wynde.

The llaues ſeeyng our 
men a lande, made lignes to them with pꝛoud countenaunce 
in theyꝛ maiſkers name, to ſtand out ofthe way, and thꝛeatned 
them, ik they weulde not geue place. Their {pmplenes is Simple peopl 
ſuch, that they neyther feared the multitude, oz power of our 
men, 02 the greatnes and ſtraungenes of our ſhyppes. They ö 
thought that our men woulde haue honoured they: maiſter with | 
lpke reuerence as they dyd. Dur men had entelligence at che 
length, that this ruler was a great marchant, which came to the 1 great | 
matte from other capttes of the Jlande: fo they txertyſe bying * 
and ſellyng by exchcunge with their confines . He had alſo wit 
hym good ſtoꝛe of ſuche ware as they ſtand in neede of, 02 take |

Cherfore ticle moze then tenne myles 
diſtant from hence, he kounde a large land, wh iche thinhabitants 
talled Quin guet ana, but he named it Ciamba. Ihen he went 
a lande, and commaunded bis chaplaine to fap maſſe on the fea

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pretious An this great tracte, there are two re:

of ſome are fruitefull, and ſome baren. It bꝛyngeth fooꝛth like: 

bo, vines. wyſe of it ſelfe Pe goras, and wilde bines, laden with grapes, euen 
N in the wooddes among other trees . Me ſayth furthermope, that 
‘ there is ſuch abundaunce of other pleaſunt and profitable fruites, 
that they pafle not of vines.

dable fauour, and goodly ature, fpgqnifptug vnto them, that 

they myght take them away with them, if it were their pleafure, 

Theſe women, after the maner of their countrey, were couered 

from their ancles ſomwhat aboue their pꝛiuye partes, with a 

tertayne cloth made of goſſampine cotton, but the men are all 

naked. Che women vſe to cut their heare: but the men let it 

growe on the hynder part of their heades, and cut it on the fine 

part. Their long heare, they bynde vp with fyllettes, and 

wynde it in ſundzy rowles, as our mapdes are accuſtomed ta 

bo, The virgines whiche were {ent to the Admirall, he decked in 

fapꝛe apparell, and gaue them many gyfteg, and ſent them home 

agayne. But lykewyſe all theſe rewardes and apparel they left 
bppon the ſhoꝛe, bycauſe our men had refuſed their giftes . Pet 8 
tooke he two men awap wich hym (and chole very Mllyngly) ö 
that by learnyng the Spanyſhe tongue. he myght vſe ' 
them foz interpꝛetours. Oe conlidered that the tractes of theſe 
toaſtes were not greatly troubled with vehement motions, oꝛ 
duerflowynges of the fea, foralinuche as trees growe in the 

ſea not farre from the ſhoze, euen as they doo vppon the bankes 

okryuers: the whiche thyng alfo other do affirme , whiche haue 
latelper ſtarched thoſe coaſtes, declaryng that the fea ryſeth 

and falleth but litle therabout . Me fayth furthermoꝛe, that in 
the pofpect of this land, there are trees engendꝛed euen in the Trees grotwing 
lea, which after chat they are groen to any height, bend botme abr fea alter 
the toppes of they baumches into the ground: whiche en. 6

tuyſe oz thꝛyſe to and fro, the caſteth her ſelfe from bꝛanche to 
manche, and ſo krom tree ta tree, as though the flewe . An ars 
Monkey cher of ours hurt one of them, who, perceiuyng her fclfe to be 
— with wounded, leapt downe from the tree, and fiercelp ſet on him whi: 
che gaue her the wound, in fo much that he was fapne to defend 
hym felfe with his wooꝛde And thus by chaunte, cuttyng of 
one ok her armes, betooke her, and with much a do bought her 
to the ſhyppes, where within a while the waxed tame. Uhyle 
fhe was thus kept and bounde with cheynes, certapne other of 
our hunters had chaled a wylde Gore out of the maryſhes necre 
; onto the fea ſyde: for hunger and deſpꝛe ot flethe, cauſed them 


to tabe nouble pleaſure in huntyng. In this meane tyme other

Ok the twa 
Cariaians whiche he bought with bpm from Cariai, he was en 
fourmed that the regions ok Cerabaro and Aburema were rych in 
golde, and that the people of Cariai haue al they gold from thence 
for exchaunge of other of they thynges. They tolde hym alſo, 
that in the ſame regions there are fue villages, not farre from the 
ſea ſyde, whofe inhabitants apply them ſelnes onelp to the gea⸗ 
thering of gold. The names of theſe villages are theſe, Chirara, 
uren, Chit ac, Iurec he, Atamea. All the men of the pꝛouince of 
Cerabaro, go naked, are painted with diuers colours. They take 
great pleafure in wearing garlandes ol floures, anvcrownes © — 
made of the clawes of Lions ¢ Tygers. The women couer only 4 
theyꝛ pꝛiuie partes with a fyllet of goſſampine cotton. Depart: 
ing from hence, ¢ coaſting ftp: by the fame ſhoꝛe fop the ſpace of 
rotit leagues, he came tom rpuer, where he efpped about 
three hundꝛed naked men ina company. hen they ſawe the 
ſhyppes dꝛawe neare the lande, they cryed out aloude, with 
crucl countenaunces, ſhakyng theyꝛ woodden ſwooꝛdes, and hur · 
lyng dartes, t allo water in they mouthes, and fpouting 
the lame ag men: whereby they leemed to inſinuate, 
that they woulde receiue no condition of peace, o haue ought to — 
do wich them. Pere he commaunded certayne pieces of opdis , 
haunce to be ſhot ok towarde them, pet fo to ouerſhoote them, 
that none mpghtbe burt thereby: Foz he euer determined to 
deale quietly ¢ peaceablp with theſe newe nattons At che noyſe 
therefone of the gunnes, and lyght of che fyꝛe, they fel doune 
tothe grounde, and delpped peace. Ting enteryng into fur, Ser male 
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| Rodde, for glaſſes, and haukes belles, and ſuche other marchan: 
. dies. They ble dummes oꝛ tymbzels made of the thelles of 
ie eee, e 3 ber encoꝛa * ie in the 
arres. In this tract are theſe ſeuen ryuers, Acatebs, Quareba, 

dens en Zobreba, Aiaguitin, Vrida, Duribba, Beragua, in all the whiche, 
golde is founde, They delende them ſelues agaynſt rapne and 
heat with certayne great leaues of trees, in the ſteade of clokes. 
Departyng from hence, he ſearched the coaſtes of Fbetere, and 
rote wher the Emig ar, into the whiche fall the goodly ryuers of Zohoran and 
— of gold Cubigar: And here ceaſſech the plentie and fruitfulnes of gold, in 
f fſhe tract of fiftie leagues, oꝛ there about . From hence, only thꝛee 
| leagues diftant, is the rocke whiche in the vnfoꝛtunat dilcourſe 
of Nicueſa we ſayde was called of our men Pignonem, but ok thin⸗ 

habitantes the Region is called Vibba, In this tract allo, about 

{pre leagues from thence, is the hauen whiche Colonus called 

Portus Bellus (wherof we haue ſpoken befoꝛe ) in the region which 

thinhabitants cal Xaguaguara, This region is very populous, 

blit they goe all naked. The kyng is paynted with blacke 

colours, but all the people with redde. The kyng aud ſeuen of 

his noble men, had every ofthem a litle plate ofgolde hangyng 

in at theyꝛ nolethꝛplles, downe vnto they. lyppes: and this they 
take for a comely oꝛnament. The men incloſe theyꝛ pꝛiuie mem: 

bers in a ſhell, and the women couer theyꝛs wich a fyllet of go 

ſampine cotton, tyed about theyꝛ loynes. In theyꝛ gardens the

death, that they nevther feared long bowes oꝛ croſſe bowes, no 
pet (which is moſte to be marueyled) were any thyng diſcoura⸗ 
gen at the terrible nopſe of the gunnes, ſhotte of from the 
ſhyppes. They retyꝛed once: but cho tiy after encreatyne they 
- umber, they returned moze fiercelp then at the fyꝛſte. They 
woulde haue ben contented to haue receiued our men frendly as 
ſtraungers, but not as inhabitours. The moꝛe inſtant that 
f our men were ta remayne ſo much the greater multitude of bor 
deters flocked togeather dayly, diſturbyng them boch nyght and 
bap, ſometymes on the one ſyde, and ſometymes on the other.

he Hpanpars on the backe haller but at the length they were fapne to forfake

Theſe 
mountaynes were in ſome place ſmooth, pleafaunt, and fruitful, 
full of goodly trees and bearbes, and ſomwhere bygh, rough, ful 
of rockes, and barren, as chaunceth in the famous mountapne of 
Taurus in Aſia, and alfo in dyuers coaſtes ot our mountapnes of 
Apennini, ¢ ſuch other oklike bygneſſe. The rydgies allo of theſe 
mountapnes are diuided with goodly and fayze balleps. That The modtapt 
part of the mountaynes which includeth the limites of Beragus, of Beragua 
is thought to be hygher then the cloudes, inlomuch that (as they obe 
fay) the toys of them can ſeldome be feene for the multitude of 
thicke cloudes whiche are beneach the fame, Colanus the Admi⸗ 
ral, the fyꝛſt ſpnder ofcheſe regions, affirmeth that the toppes of 
the mountaines of Beragua,are mione then fiftie mples in heyght. Arne ele 
He ſayth furtherinoze, that in the fame region at the rootes of the beygpt. 
mountapnes the way is open to the ſouth lea, x compareth it as it 
were betwene Uenice and Genua, o; Janus. asthe Genues wyl Janus other 
haue it called, whiche fable that cheyꝛ citie was builded of Janus. Wale callen 
He affirmeth allo, that this land reacheth forth toward the fouth, 97 
and that from hence it taketh the begynning of bꝛeadth: Ipke as 
from che Alpes, out of the narowe thygh of Italie, we fee the 
large and mapne landes of Fraunte, Germanie, and Pannonie, 
to the Sarmatians and Scithians, euen bate the mountapnes 
and rockes ol Riphea, ann thefrolen (ea, and embꝛaſe therewith,

fon che moft part brought bp tuthe warres. This land ſeemeth 
allo to yonsife many prectous tones : q beſyde thofe which 
ee eke and Sanits Martha, one 
eas Moralis, à pilot (tuba had trauaples chofe coates with 
ape gg Lobannes dela Coffe. tabple he pet tpued) had a precious Dia- 
sbigues. monde, whiche he bought of a naked young man in the region 
ol Cumana, in the pooutuce of Paris . This Mone was as lung 
as two ioyntes ofa mans myddle fynger, and as byg as the 
fyꝛlt ioynt of the thiunbe, beyng alſo paynted on euery ſyde, con 
Citing of eyght ſquares, pertectly fourmed by nature. They fap 
that wich this they made ſcarres in anuylles and hammers, and 
| Habe the teeth of fples, the fone remayning vnperyſhed. The 
55 poung man of Camana, woe this fone about his necke among 
ocher ouches, x ſolde it to Andreas Moralis for fyue of our coun 
terfect ſtones, made of glaſſe, of diuers colours, uherewith the 
ignaꝛant young man was greatly delyted: They found alfo cers 
copatis. tayne Topales on p ſhoe. But thettimation of gold was fo farre 
entred into the heades of our men, that chey had no regarde to 
ones. Alſo che moſt part of the Spaupardes, do laugh chem 
to ſtoꝑne which vfe to weare manp ſtones. {pecially ſuch as are 
common, iudging it to be an effeminate thyng, and mone meete 
foz women then men. The noble men onelp, when they celebpate 
ſolemne mariages, oꝛ {et foorth any triumphes, weare cheynes 
ol gold, beſet with precious ſtones, and ole fayꝛe apparel of ſilke, 
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me oni bt to tonſpder that this lande byingeth foorth great plen 
tie of golde, and pꝛetious ſtanes. hat they haue founde in the 
ponte of Santi Martha, inthe region of Cariai, when the whole 
nauie palled thereby vnder the gouernaunce of Petrus Arias 
and his company, with certapne other of the kynges officers, J 
haue fufficientlp declared in his place. To be fore therefoꝛe, 
al thynges do fo flozylhe, growe, encreaſe, and pꝛoſper, that 
the lat are euer better then the fyſt. And ſurely to declare my 
opinion herein, whatſoeuer hath heretofore ben diſcouered by the 
famous trauaples of Seturnus and Hercules, with ſuche other 
whom the antiquitie for their heroical factes honoured as gods, 
ſeemeth but litle and obſcure, if it be compared to the Spanpar⸗ 
des victoꝛious labours, Thus J bydde pour holpneffe farewell, 
deſyꝛyng pou to certifie me howe pou lyke thele fn fruites ol 
the Ocean, that beyng encouraged with pour exhoztations, J 
may the gladlyer, and with lefle tediauſneſſe, wꝛyte ſuche thine 
ges as Chall chaunce herealter.

Pk your holyneſſe do alte to what purpole is all 
this: pe (hal vnderſtand, that J had ſcarſiy finithen the hiſtoꝛie ol 
fuch thynges as chaunced to V aſc bus Nunnez and his compas 
nie in they voyage to the ſouth fea, when ſodenly there came 
neh letters from Petrus Arias the new gouernour, whom the 
kyng had appoynted the peere heloꝛe with an army of men and a 
ur olchyys ta Laple tu theſe neme lannes, he lignitied bp bis 
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laste Satite st mute kn company atrpacd al fifth 
, Tobannes Cabeduuſ( uhoim pour holineſſe at the re. 
quett of the moſt catholique kyng had created Biſhop of that 


poouince of Dariena) ard ther other of the cheele officers ioyned 
in commiſlion to be his allpſtantes, as. I fonſus de Ponte, Diegut 
Marques, and Johannes de Tauira, cunfyzmed the fame letters, 
and fubleriben chem wich ther names. Che nauigation there 
fore of Petras Aria, was in this maner. The day befor: the Toes 
of Apppl, inthe peere of Chpitte. 1514. he hoyſed vp his faples, 
in the tonne of faint Luc ar de Barrameda; fituate in the mouth of 
the ryuer Betis, which the Spanpardes nowe cal Guadalchebir, 
The leuen Mandes of Canaria ate about foure hundzed myles 
diſtant from the place where this riuer falleth into the ſea. Some

thynke that theſe are the Jlandes whiche the olde wppters dyd 


call the fortunate Nandes: but r contrary. The 
name of theſe Nandes are theſe. The tu that appeare ft 
in fight, are named Lanzelota and. Fortiſuentura. On the back: 
halte ok thele, lyeth Magna Canaria oꝛ Granc anaria. Beyond that 
is Teuerif and Gomera ſomewhat towarde the noꝛth from that. 
Palma aud Ferrealpe behynde, as it were a bulwarke to al the o⸗ 
ther. Petrus Arias therfoxe, arriued at Gomera the eyght dap af: 
ter his departure, with a nauie of ſeuenteene ſhips c a thouland 
and ſiue hundꝛed men, although there were only a thouſand and 
two hundzed alligned bpm by the kynges letters. It is ſayd fur⸗ 
thermoze, that be left behynde hym moze then two thoufande, 
very penſiue and ſighing that they allo myght not be receiued, 
proferpng them ſelues to gos at 8 charges. De taryed 
xvi. dayes in Gomera, to the intent to make pꝛouiſton of ſucl and 
kreſhe water, but cheefelp to repayze bis ſhyppes, beyng fore 
broolev with tempeſtese and elpecially the gouernours thyppe, 
which had lot the rudder: Foz theſe Nandes are a commodious 
reſtyng place fo2 al ſuche as intende to attempt any nauigations 
in that maine ſea. Departing from henre in the Nones of Pay, 
he ſawe no more lande vntyll the thyꝛde day of June, at the whi⸗ 


che he arryued at Dominica an ande of the Canibales, being vi 
kant from Gomera about eight hundzed leagues. Here he remai⸗ 


ned foure dayes, makyng newe 1 of kreſhe water and 
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keppes ol men but lone plenty uf len Crabben anv grit LI 
wyſe called M adaninoyGuadalupes and Galunta (otlyertwple tale 
led Galana ) of al which we haue (poken in the fyꝛſt Decade. 
He palled allo thꝛough the ſea ol hearbes q weedes, contimu The fea ot 
ing along tracts Pet neyther he, noz Colonus che Admiral (uh bearbcs. 
cyl found theſe Jandeg and fapled though this (ea of weeoesy 
haue declared any reaſon hol theſe werdes ſhould come, Some 
chynke the fea to be berpe muddye there, and that thefe weedes 
are engendꝛed in the bottome thereof, and ſo beyng looſtd, to 
arnt ene 1 — tanec pooles F. I. 
tymes in and 
allo in great ryuerg . Other ſuppole that they are not engen 
ned there, but to be beaten krom certayne rockes by the vias 
lente ofthe water in tempeſtes: And thus they leaue the mat 
ter in doubt. Neyther haue they yet any certayne experiente 
whether they ſtycke fait and geue place to the ſhyppes, oꝛ wan⸗ 
der looſe vpon the water: But it is to be thought, that they are 
engendꝛed there, for otherwyſe they ſhoulde be dꝛyuen togea⸗ 
ther on heapes, by the impulſion of the ſhyppes, euen as a bea⸗ 
ſome geathereth the lweepynges of a houſe, and ſhatude allo let 
the courſe ol the thpppes . The fourth day after that he depar⸗ 
ted from Dominica, the byaje mountaynes couered with frome ag moune 
(whereof we haue Spoken in the ſeconde Decade) appeared bn: led Montes

_ tnberitance after his death, for he was a very expert maiſter in 
the knotwledge of bis carde, his compaſſe, aud the eleuation of 
the pole ſtarre. wich all that parteynech eherto . This poung Ve/s 
Putius was aſſigned by the kyng to be one of the mai ters of the 
gouernours ſhyp, becauſe he was cunnyng in iudging the des 
grees of the eleuation ofthe pole ſtarre hy the quadꝛant: Fo; 
the charge ol gouerning the rudder, was cheelly committed tao 
one lobannes Serranus a Spaniard, who had oftentymes ouer⸗ 
runne thoſe coaſtes. Veſputius is my bery familier frende, and a 
wittie poung man, in whole company J take great pleaſure, and 
| therfore ble hym oftentymes for my gheſt. Me hath allo made 
many voyages into theſe coaſtes, and diligentlye noted luche 
thynges as he bath ſeene. Petras Arias therfore wnyteth, and 
he conſtrmech the fame, that thinhabitantes of theſe regions 
tooke theyꝛ oꝛiginall of the Caribbes oꝛ Canibales, as appea⸗ 
2 red by the deſperat fyerſneſle and crueltie which they oftentimes 
| Bf the Barbari⸗ ſhewed to our men when they paſſed by they coaſtes. Suche 
ans. ſtoutneſſe and koztitude of mynde is naturallie engendꝛed in 
| thefe naked Barbariaus, that they fearennotto affaple our 


whole naup, and to foꝛbyd them to come a lande. They fyght 

with benemous arowes, as we haue ſayde before. Partey⸗ 

| Aung chat our men contemned they theatnynges , they 
The Canibales ranne furpoully inta the fea, euen vp to the bꝛeaſtes, nothyng 
lat. fkeatyng epther the bygneſſe oz multitude of our ſhyppes, but 
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chynkyng to be chunder and lygbtnyng, turned they? | 
backes,anb fledde amayne, They greatly feare thunder, becanle f ner, 


that our men bad nowe Dppuen enimies to fipabt, and 
fawe them diſparcled and out of onder, pet doubted thep, and 
were of diuers opinions, whether they ſhoulde purſue them, oꝛ 
not. On the one partie ſhame pꝛycked them loꝛwardte, and on 
the other ſyde, keare caufen them to caſte manye perylles, efpecis 
ally conſpderyng the venemous arrowes whiche theſe Barbas 
tians can direct ſo certapnelp, To depart from them with a dꝛye 
foote (as ſayth the pꝛouerbe) with fo great a nauie, and ſuche an 
armye, they reputed it as a thyng greatly ſoundyng to they re⸗ 
proche and diſhonour. At the length therefore, ſhame ouercom⸗ 
myng feare, they purſued them, and came to land with theyꝛ thip 
boates. The gouernour of the nauie, c alſo Veſputius do hupte, 
that the hauen is no leſſe then thꝛee leagues in compaſſe, 
beyng alfo ſale without rockes, and the water therok fo cleare, 
that a man may (ee pybble ſtones in the bottome twentte cubits 
deepe. They lay lyke wyſe, that there falleth cwo faxe rpuers of 
kreſhe water into the hauen: but the ſame to be meeter to beare 
the Canoas of hele prouinces, then any bygger veſſels. It is a 
delectable thyng to heare what they tel of the plentie and varies 
tie, and alfo of the pleaſaunt taſt᷑ of the fyſhes, aſwell of theſe rp: 
vers, as of the fea therabout: Bp reaſon wherof they found here ssrentie ores,

After chat our men had 
thus dꝛyuen the Barbarians to flyght, they entred into a valley, 
oktwo leagues in breadth, and three in length, extendyng to cers 
tayne fruitetull mountaynes, full of graſſe, hearbes, and trees, 
at the rootes where, le two other valleis to warde the ryght 
hande and the leaft, though eyther of the whiche runneth a 
lapꝛe ryuer, wherof the ryuer of Caira is one, but vnto the o⸗ 
ther they haue pet geuen no name. In theſe valleys they found 
many kayꝛe gardens, and pleaſaunt feeldes, watered with tren⸗ Gardens 
ches, diſtributed in marueplous oꝛder, wich no leſſe art then our 
Inſubrians and Hetrurians vſe to water their feeldeg . They; Nanalee 
common meate, is Ages, Iucca, Maigium, Battata, with ſuche Lumbardes, 
other rootes and fruites of trers, and alſo ſuch fyſhe as they ble Cusn. 
inthe Nandes and other regions of tele pꝛouinces. They eate 
mans fleſhe but ſeldome, becauſe they meete not oftentymes 
with ſtrangets, except they goe fooꝛth ol they one dominions 
wich a mapne army, of purpoſe to hunt for men, when theyꝛ 
tauenyng appetite pꝛicketh them loꝛ warde: Foz they abfapne 
from them ſelues, and eate none but fuche as they take in the 
warres, 02 otherwyſe by chaunce . But ſuerly it is a miſerable 
thyng to heare howe many mpꝛiades of men cheſe kylthy and vn⸗ Oue mrriade, 
naturall deuourers of mens fleſhe haue conſumed, and lefte thous fande. ou 
landes of moſt fappe and fruitefull Nlandes and regions deſolate 
without men: by reafon whereof, our men founde ſo manye 
Nandes, whiche fop theyz faypenes and fruitefulneſſe myght 
ſeeme to be tertapne earthlp Paradyſes, and pet were vtterly 
boyde of men . Derebp pour helyneſſe may conſider howe perni⸗ 
tious a kynde ol men this is. Te haue ſayde before, that the J⸗ 
lande named Santh Job nis (mhich thinhabitants cal Burichena) | 
is next to Hifpaniola, It is layde, that only the Canibales which | 
dwel in the other Nandes neere about this, as in the Tlanve cals wed 
led Haybay oz Santa Crucit, aud in Guadalupes (othermyſe caller ; 
an - Rit Queraguciera, 
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& Queragueiera, og Carucuiere) haue in our tyme biolently taken 
dut ol the ſayde Sande of Santi Iobannis, moze then lyue 
thouſande men tobe eaten, But let it ſuſfice thus muche to 


haue wandered by theſe monſtrous bloodſuckers. Me wyll 
nowe therloꝛe ſpeabe ſomuhat of the rootes whereofthep make 
theyꝛ bread, fopalinuche as the fame thal hereafter be to 
Chpiftian men, in ſteade of bread made of wheate, and in the 
ſteade of radyſhe, with fach other rootes as they haue been ac · 
cuſtomed to eate in Europe. Ne haue oltentymes ſayd before, 
| that Iucca is a roote, whereof che belt and moft delicate bꝛead is 
made, both in che firme lande of theſe regions, and alſo in the 
a Nandes: but howe it is tylled oꝛ hulbanded, howe it groweth, 
The manner of 400 ol how dyuers kyndes it is, J haue not pet declared. Ther 
piantyng the loze, when they entende to plant this Iucca, they make a hole in 
Foote Aucta. the earth, knee dee pe, and rayle a heape of the earth taken out 
of the fame, kaſhionpng it lpke a ſquare bedde, of niene foote 
bꝛeadth on euerp ſyde, ſettyng twelue trunkes of theſe roots (be⸗ 
5 png about a foote and a halfe long a peece) in euerp of the ſayd 
| beddes, contaynyng thee rootes of a ſyde, fo layde a ſlope, that 
the endes of them ioyne in maner togeather in the center oꝛ mid⸗ 
| deſt of the bedde within the ground. Out of the ioyntes of the 
rootes, and ſpaces betwene the fame, ſpꝛyng the toppes and 
blades of newe rootes, whiche by lice and litle encrealpng, 
growe to the bygnes and length ol a mans arme in the bꝛawne, 
g and oftentymes as bygge as the thygh: ſo that by the tyme of 
Earth raced they full rypenes, in maner all the earth of the heape is con: 
ö uerted into rootes. But they {ap that theſe rootes are not rype 
in lefle then a peere and a halle, and that the longer they are ſul⸗ 
fered to grow, euen vntyl two peeres complete, they are fo much 
Botwedyeadis the better, and moe perfecte to make bꝛead thereof, CUhen 
made of rootes Chep are taken fooꝛth of the earth, they ſcrape them, and ſiyſe 
chem, with certapne ſbarpe ſtonen, ſeruyng fo the fame pur pole: 
ca And thug laying them betwene two great ſtones, 02 puttyng 
* them in a ſacke made of the ſtalkes of certaine tough bearbes 
and ſmal reedes, they pꝛeſſe them (as do we cheeſe oz ctabbes, to 
mae out the iuice thereof) and fo let them dye a daye before 
2 hep eate them. The iuice op liquour they caſt away ; fo (as we 
5 eee, de 
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luthe as growe in the firme land wholefome, pf it be ſodde, a ts 

the whey of our mplke. They ſay that there are many kyndes 

ofthis Iucca, taberoffome are moꝛe pleaſaumt and delitate then 

the other, and are therefore reſerued as it were to make fpne 

Manchet for che kynges owne table: But the Gentlemen eate 

of the meaner ſozt, and the common people of che baſeſt. The ft 

neſt they call Caxabbi, whiche chey make rounve Ipke cakes, 

in certayne pꝛeſles, beloze they ſeethe it, oꝛ bake it. They fap 
kurthermoꝛe, that there are lykewyſe diuers kyndes of the raotes 

of Ig es, and Battata. But they ble theſe rather as kruites, and 

dyſhes of ſeruice, then to make bꝛead thereof, as we ble Rapes, 

Radithes, Muſhromes- Mauies, Perſitppes, and ſuche tyke. 
In this cafe, they motte eſpeciallpe eſteeme the beſt kynde of f 
Battatas, which in pleafant taſte and tenderneſſe, farre exceedech 

our Muſhromes. It that ſukliſe to haue ſayd thus much of rootes: 

Cie wyl nowe therefore ſpeake of another kynde of their bꝛead. 

Te declared before, that they haue a kynde of grayne oꝛ Pulſe, 

muche lyke vnto Panicum, but with ſome what bygger graynes, Pan iewntis « 
which they beate into meale, vpon certaine great hollow tones, ber iwb 
with the labour of they handes, when they lacke Iucce, and of ant e 
his is made the mone bulgar 02 common bꝛead . It is ſomen Melica 
thꝛyſe a peere, fo that the frnitefulneffe of the ground may beare 

it by reafon of the equalitie of che tyme, whereof we haue ſpoken 

ſufficiently before. In thele regions they founde allo the grayne 

of M aixivm,and ſumdꝛy kyndes of fruites of trees, ditigentipe Bemeancth th 
planted, and wel hulbanded. The way betweene the regions day and npgbt 
of Ceramairi an Saturma, is faye, byoode, and rygbt foogth, nb ren 
They founde here allo ſundꝛy kyndes of water pottes made ons under ch. 
of earth, ok diuers colours, in the whiche they both ketche and un mocttan 
keepe freſhe water: Lykewyſe ſundzy kyndes of iugges, god⸗ : 
derdes,Dipnkpna cuppes, pottes, pannes, dplhes, and plats 
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the ſhyppes, to chintent to ſhewe chem the power and magnifi 
cence of the chyilltans, that they might declare the fame to they 
| ‘companions , therbp to wynne their fauour, they appareled 
them lpkewyſe, and fent them after theyz felowes . They af 
fpyme, chat in all the ryuers of thele coaſt, they ſawe great ars 
| gumentes and tokens of golde. They founde bere and there in 
| their joules good ttope of arts fleſh, x Bones lleſhe, wherwith 
, they fedde them ſelues delicately. They alſo haue great plentie 
of ſundzy kyndes of byꝛdes, and foules, whereof they bꝛyng 
| vp many in their houles, ſume loꝛ neteſlarye foode , and other 
koʒ dayntie dyſhes, as we do hennes and Partriches . Dur 
men hereby coniecture, that the ayze of theſe regions is very 
llome apte. holſome, foaſmuche as llepyng all nyght vnder the fyꝛmament 
on the bankes of the rpuers, none of them were at any tyme 
offended with reumes o2 headache, by reafon of any noylome 
humour, 02 vapour pꝛoceedyng from the earth, ane, oz 
cunvine water. Dur men kurthermoze founde there manp great bo 
— tomes of gollamppne cotton redy {punne , aud farvelies of dy⸗ 
faber. ies kyndes offethers , whereof they make them felues crettes 
* and plumes, after the maner of aur men of armes: allo certeine 


C clokes, whiche they eſteeme as molt comelp oꝛnamentes. They 
ae founde lyke wpſe an innumerable multitude of bowes and ar: 
wens rowes . Thinhabitants alfo of the le regions, in ſome places vie 


. to burne the carkafes of their princes when they are dead, and 
. to reſerue their bones burped with ſpyces in certayne hylles. In 
— other places, they onely dꝛye them, and imbatwme them with 
ſpytes and ſweete gummes, and lo reſerue them in lepulchers 
in they owne houles . Sometubere alſo, they dꝛy them, ſpyce 
them, adourne them with precious iewelles and ouches, and ſo 
reuerently place them in certayne tabernacles, made fo the ſame 
purpoſe in theyz owne palaces. Then our men had many of 
thepz tablets, hnaſelettes, collers, and fuche other ouches 
Honzalus quis (whiche they call Guanines) they founde them rather tobe made 
adus ſapeth, of laton then of golde: whereby they ſuppole that they haue vied 
matuepfallp9 ta exchaunge they ware with fome craktie ſtraungers, whiche 
wich the iuce ot heatight them thoſe counterfeyt ouches, to defraude them of 
beub ee. they gulde: Foz euen our men perceiued not the decepte vntpll 
they came to the meltyng · SECIS Ce om 
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vers wanderyng a litle wap froin che fea coaſtes, chaunced to N 
ſynde cevtapne peeres of wabite marble: whereby they chynne, . 
that in tyme paſt lame ſtraungers haue come to choſe landes, 
whiche haue dygged marble out of the mountaynes, and 
leſte chole fragmentes on the playne. There our men lear: 
nev that the ryuer Maragnonus defcendeth from the moun: od im 
tapnes couered with ſnowe, called Montes Niuales, 0) Serra Ne- This iopne 
acta, and the fame to be encreaſed by many other rpuers, whiche iu Thier 
fall into it thoughout all che lowe and waterly regions, by the Fiumen 2 
which it runneth wich fo long a tract from the ſayd mountaynes Ff lug foun 
into the ſea, and this to be the cauſe of the greatnelſe thereof, : 
CThele thynges being thus bought ta paſſe, the gauernour cone 
maunded the trum peter to blowe a retraite: Mheruppon they 
which were ſent to lande ( beyng fine hundꝛed in number) making 
a great ſhout fo2 ioy of they victozp, fet them ſelues in oꝛder ak N 
battaple , and fo keepyng theyꝛ array, returned to the ſhyppes | 
laden with ſpoyle of thofe pꝛouinces, and ſhynyng in ſouldiers f 
clokes of feathers, with faype plumes and creſtes of vari: Senet | 
able colours . In this meane tyme, hauyng repaired they; ee 
ſhyppes, and furnyſhed the fame with all neceffaries,thep loaled 
anker the. roi day of the Calendes of July, directyng their courſe ö 
to the hauen of Cart ha zena, inthe whiche voyage they deſtroyed g 
and waſted certaine landes of the Canibales, lying in the way, 
arcoꝛdyng as thep were commaunded by the kyng . But the The fw 
fwift courte of the water deteiged both Lobaines Sarranus the courte — g 
chiefe Pilot of the gouernours ſhippe, and all the other, although water.

a bp dik oP as ſome thynke . Other wyll, that the gulfe of that great 
alanus lande be cloſed vp, and the lande to reache farre towarde the 
deb north on the backe {poe of Cubs, lo that it embzace the noꝛth 
we landes, whiche the frofen fea encompaſſeth onder the noꝛch pole, 
a and that all the lande of thoſe coaſtes, ſhoulde ioyne tageather 
as one firme lande: Tiherebp they coniecture, chat thoſe waters 
ſhoulde be turned about by the obiecte op refitaunce of that land, 
fo bendyng towarde the noꝛth, as we ſee the waters turned 
‘ about in the crooked bankes of certapnerpuers. But this agreeth 
frofen fea, not in all popntes . Fo; they alſa whiche haue ſearched the frofen 
fea, and layled from thence into the wet, do lykewyſe affyꝛme, 
that thole noꝛth ſeas flowe continually towarde the welt, al- 
though nochyng fo lwitely. Thele noꝛth (eas haue ben ſearchen 
ca- hy one Sebaſtian Cabot, a Uenetian bozne, whom beyng pet 
but in maner an infant, his parentes caryed with them into 
Englande, hauyng occaſion to reſopt thither for trade 2 
chandize, as is the maner of the Uenetians, to leaue no part 
eee bee te 
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pole eleuate in maner in the fame degree. Me layled 
lykewyſe in this tract ( farre towarde the weſt, that he had 

the Nande of cuba on his left hande, in maner in the fame degree 

or longitude. As he traueyled by the coattes of this great lande 

( uhiche he named Baccallaot) he ſayth, that he founde the lyke 

courſe of the toward the welt, but the fame to runne moze 

ſoltly and then thelwilte waters whiche the Spanx⸗ 

ardes founde in their nauigations ſauchwarde . Ilhereloze, it 

is not onely moze lyke tobe true, but ought allo of neceſſitie to 

be concluded, that betwene both the landes hitherto unknowen, 

there ſhoulde be certayne great open places, wherby the waters 

ſhould thus continually paſle from the Eaſt into the we f:whiche 

waters J ſuppoſe to be dꝛyuen about the globe of the earth by 

the vnceſlaunt mouyng and impullion of the heauens, and not f 
to beflwaloived bp and caſt out agayne by the heathyng of De- a 

mogorgon, as umme haue imagined, bpcaule they {ce the feas by Wipe ius 
increafe decreaſe, to flow ¢ reflow, Sebaſtian Cabot hym ſelle, of ihe earth. 
named thole landes Bacc allaos bycaule that in the feas therabout 
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Fqʒ beyng called out ot Englande commaundement ol 
3 of Cafie, 1 of Henry kyng 
— wh of that name, be was made one of 
counſayle and aſliſtaunce as touthing the affapres of che new 
be kurnihed for hym to 
diſcouer this hyn ſecret of nature . This vopage is appoynted 
to be begunne in Marche in the peere next falowyng, beyng the 
peere uf Chit. 15 16. Mhat ſhall ſücceede, pour holynelſe 
ſhalbe aduertyſed by my letters, pf God graunt me lyle. Some 
fe pens ga ater the kyꝛſt fonder of the 
lande of Bac allaos, and affirme that he went not ſo farre weſte⸗ 
warde: But it ſhall ſuffice to haue ſayde thus muche of the 
gulfes and ſtrayghtes, and of Sebastian Cabot. Let vs nowe 
therfope returne to the Sppaniardes , At this tyme, they let paſle 
the hauen ol Carthago bntouched, with al the Jlandes of the Cas 
nibales there aboute, whiche they named Inſalat Saukti Bernars 
di, leauyng alſo behind they: backes, al the region of Caramaie 
ri. Deere by reafon of a ſodayne tempeſt, they were caſte bpon 
the Nande Fortis, beyng about fyſtie leagues diſtant from the 
enteraunce of the guife of Yraba. In this land, they founde in

ſelle to be ealely taken, whiche beyng carrped aboute among all 
gre rane ee They fawe allo a 
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largelye 
made mention befoe) beyng crrüiped of the arriuall of Perrus Dome wacus 
Arias and his contpanpe, went foopth three myles to meete him, naue. gouccs 
and receiued him honozably, and religtoufly with the plalme Te 
deum laudamus, geuyng thankes to god by whole ſale conduct 
they were bought ſo pꝛoſperouſiy thyther to al theyꝛ tomfoꝛtes. 
They receyued them gladix into they houſes brilded after the 
maner of thoſe pꝛounceg. I may wel cal theſe regions, Pꝛouin⸗ 6 
tes, a Procul Vittis (that is) ſuch as are ouercome farre of, foraf: ö 
muche as our men do now inhabite the ſame, al the barbarous 
kynges and Joolatours beyng eiected. They entertayned them 
with ſuch cheare as they were able to make them: as with the 
fruites of thoſe regions, and new bead, boch made of rootes, and 
the graine M cixinm, Other delicates to make vp the feaſt, were 
of they own fore, which they bꝛought with them in theyꝛ hips, 
as poudꝛed fleſh, ſalted fyſhe, and bꝛead made of wheat: for 
they brought with them many barrelles of wheate meale for the 
fame purpoſe. Deere may pour holyneſſe, not without wit cauſe 
of admiration, beholde a kynges nauye and great nuiltitude of 
Chziſtians, inhabiting not only the regions fituate under the cyꝛ⸗ 
cle of heauen, called Tropicus Cancri, but alſo in maner onder 
the Cquinoctiall line, contrarp to tye opinion of the olde unp⸗ . bitable regi⸗ 
ters, a fewe excepted. But after that they are nowe mette togea⸗ ons under rhe 
ther, let bs further declare what they determined ta do. Ther⸗ . 
fone, the day after that p nauie arriued, there allembled a compas 
ny of Spanpards thinhabitours of Dariena,to the nũber of faure 
hundped and fiftie men. Petrus Arias the gouernour of the nauy, 
and his companpe, conferred with them boch pꝛiuilie and open- 
Ive of certayne articles, whereof it was the kynges plealure 
be thoulve enguite : and moſt eſpetially as conteruyng ſuche 
thynges wherol /a/chus the fy lynder and Admiral of the 
South fea, . from 3 
ee inquiſition they founde althyngs to be true 
Awhereak/ «fcbus had certified the king by bis letters, and theres

They unpte furthermoze, that by reaſon ol 
the rankenefle and kruitefulneſle of the grounde, kyne, lwyne, 
and hoꝛſes, doo maruelouflp incregle in theſe regions, and 
diaber u cher; Growetoamuche bygger quantitie then they whiche were of 
fpube, the fr bꝛoode . Df the exceedyng hp of the trees with 
thep2 kruites, ofthe garden hearbes, and peer 
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and other furnimentes, beſpde many other thynges whiche 

ſermed ſkraunge to hym, and had further delyted his mynde 

with the harmony of theyꝛ mulptal inſtrumentes, ¢ geuen bpm 

many rewardes, they dilmyſſed hym halfe amaſed with to 

muche admiration. He ſygnifped onto them, that there are trees 

in that pꝛoupnce, of the plankes whereof if ſhyppes were . | 

made, they Mhoulve be fafe from the wooymes of the fea,whiche :

For the better pote whereof, theplap that Tn brug er 
they founde certapne pearles commyng fooꝛth of their matrt y aries, 
ces, as beyng nowe come to the tyme of they? full rypeneſſe, 
and moued by nature to come out ol they; moothers wombe, o⸗ 
penyng itfelfe in tyme conuenient: Ike wyſe, that within a 
wiple after, they lawe other ſucceede in lyke maner . o that 
to conclude, thep ſawe ſome tommyng foot), and other ſome 
vet abydyng the tyme ol they perfection : which beyng com: 
plete, they alſo became looſe, and opened the matrice . They 
percepucd the pearles to bee incloſed in the myddeſt of they 
bellyes, there to bee nouriſhed and increale, as an infant ſucking 
his moothers pappes within her wombe, before hee moue to 
tome fooꝛth of her pꝛiuie places . And il it chaunce any of theſe b | 
ſhelfyſhes to bee founve ſcattered in thefande of the fea(as I mp 
felfe haue feene Opſters diſpartled on the ſhoꝛes in dyuers pla ⸗ 
ces of the Ocean) they affyꝛme that they haue been biolentlp dꝛy⸗ 
uen thither from the bottome of the fea by loꝛce of tempeſtes, and 
not to haue wandered thither of them ſelues: But, that they be 
tome whyte by the cleareneſſe of the moꝛnyng deawe, 07 ware 
pelowe in troubled weather, 02 otherwyſle that they ſeeme ta ree 
ioyte in kayꝛe weather and cleare apne, oꝛ contrarywyſe, to bee 
as it were aſtonyſhed and dymme in thunder and tempeftes, 
with fuche other: the perfect knowledge hereol, is not to bee loo 
kev fz at the handes of theſe vnlearned men, whiche handle the 
matter but grollely, and enqupꝛe no further then occalion fers 
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mxnaxning in the waters And this chey Cap to bee the tauſe toby

their larger 
les are founde. e that for this cauſe there are fewer founde of the 
byggeſt ſoꝛt. They thinke alſo, that when they firli fall from their 
fyches in the deepe places, they are deuoured of other fythes, by: 
rauſe they are not pet hearde. Againe, the ſmalleſt differ from the 
byggeſt in a certaine ſwelling o impoſtumation, which p Spa 
niatdes call a tympany: $02 they deny that to be a pearle which 
in olde mulcles cleaueth fatte to the thell, but that it is a wart, 
which being raſed from the thell with a fple, is rounde ¢ bꝛyghe 
but onely of one ſyde, and not pꝛecious, being rather of the nature 
of che fpthe it ſelle, then ol a pearle. They confelle that they haue 
| ſeene tertayne of theſe muſcles cleauyng on rockes, yet thele but 
fewe, and wooꝛth . It is alſo to bee thought, that the 
pearle fyſhes op ſea muſcles which are founde in India, Aras 
bia, the redde ſea, oꝛ Tapꝛobana, are ruled in ſuche oꝛder as the 
afozenamed famous aucthours haue woitten : 02 their opini⸗ 
on herem is not vtterly to bee reiected, foꝑaſmuch as they were 
learned men, and trauayled long in the ſearchyng ol theſe thins 
ges. But wee haue nowe ſpoken ſuffitiently of theſe fea kyſhes, 
and of their egges, which the fonde nyſeneſle and wantonneſſe of 
men haue made deerer then the egges of hennes oꝛ geeſe. Let 
vs therefope entreate ſome what of other perticular thinges, 
which are come to our knowledge ol late. Tee haue elſwhere 
latgely deſcribed the mouthes of the gulfe of / aba, with ſundꝛy 
and variable regions diuided with the manifolde quifes of that 
ſea: But as concernyng the Welk coaſtes, in the which our 
men bane buylded houſes, and planted their habitations on the 
bankes of Dariena, J haue no newe matter to wpte , Pet as 
touchyng the Catt partes ofthe gulle, J haue learned as fo 
loweth . They ſay that the vniuerſall lande of the Catt region

Zerema And about twelue myles from this, Sor ache. Dur men f 
-founde all theſe villages full of people, al the whiche gyue them ma 
ſelues onelp to manhimtyng: Inſomuche that if they lacke N 
enimies agaynſt whom they map keepe warre, they exercile 
crueltie agaynſt them ſelueg, and eyther flaye the one the other, 
nels dꝛyue the vanquyſhed to flyght. hereby it is apparant, 
that by theſe they continuall warres, and dꝛyuyng the one the 
other out oftheyꝛ countreps, this infection hath gone fo farre, 
not onely on the kynne lande, but allo into the Jandes. J was 3 | 
allo aduertiſed of an other thyng, the whiche to my iudgement 
feemeth wooꝛthy to be put in memoꝛye. One Coruales, a iudge |

J haue not thought 
ae tonne good to pꝛetermit that which chaunced to Lobannes Solifius, 
elde goners who, to ſearche the South {pve of the ſuppoſed continent, de⸗ 
een maßen. parted with cece ſbyppes from the port Lops ( not farce diſlant 
f m the Nandes of Gades op Cales in the Ocean) the fourth day 
| ofthe Ades ol September, in the pere. H. O. xb. on what luc: 
telle Johannes Pontius had, whom the newe gouernour Petrus 

ie derade Aria appopnted to vanquyſhe and deſtroy the Caribes 02 Canis 
ber. ui. bales, deuourers of mans fleſhe: alſo to what ende the voyages 

of the other captaines came, which were ſent fooꝛth diuers wales 

at the ſame tyme, as Gon alus Badaiocius, Franciſcus Bezarra, and 

Valleiut, Iohannes Solicius tooke the matter in hand in an euyll 

Che vioage ot houre. Me ſapled beyond che poiut of faint Auguſtine ( which they 
ans es Oo; cal Cabo. S. Augu/tini toward the South five of the ſuppoled con: 
Cab. S. Augu: tinent beyond the Equinoctial line. Foꝛ (as we haue ſaid before) 
fini. that poynt reacheth Southwarde to the feuenth degree of the 
South pole, called the pole Antartike . Me proceeded in that by⸗ 

age ‘pre hundꝛed leagues, and found the lande from the poynt 

to extende ſo farre towarde the South beyonde the Equinoctial, 

5 that he came to the thirtieth degree of p South pole. As he ſay⸗ 
. led thus foꝛwarde, hauyng nowe on his backe halfe the ſtarres 
Aan. Soliuus named Caput Draconis, (that is, the Dꝛagons head) and the

nales. thepꝛ ſpettle, as their mouth watered for greedines of they? pray. 

5 As vnhappp Soli ſus deſcended, wth as manp of his company 

as coulde enter into the boate of the byggeſt chyppe, ſodenly a 
— bzuſt fooꝛth them, ans 

euery man with clubbes, cucn in the rf 
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felowes. They taried away the boate, and in a moment broke it 
all to fytters. not one efcaping. Chey) furie not thus ſatiſſied, 
they cut the flapne men in peeces, euen bppon the ſhoze. where 
then felowes myght behold this boprible ſpectacle from the lea. 
But they beyng ſtricken with feare thꝛough this crample, durſt 
not come fooꝛth of their ſhyppes, oz deuile how to reuenge the 
death of theyꝛ Captapne and companyons . They departed 
cherefoꝛe from theſe vnfoꝛtunate coattes, and by the way ladyng 
they hpppe with bꝛaſell, returned home agapne with lolſe, 2alple. 
and heauie cheare . Of theſe thynges J wag aduertiled oflate 
by they owne letters. TUAhat they haue els doone, J hall haue 
moze perticular knowledge beereafter.Jobannes Pontius was al⸗ 
ſorepulled by the Canibales in the Mand of Guadalupes, beyng Daham is re 
one of the chiefe Nandes of they habitation. Foz when they pulled by the 
ſawe our men a farre of on the fea, they lay in ambuſhe, fovenip Canibales. 
to inuade them when they ſhoulde come alande. Our men ſent 
fooptl a fee foote men, and with them theyꝛ Laundꝛelſes ta 
walhe theyꝛ ſhertes and ſheetes: Foꝛ from the Jland of Ferrea, 
beyng one of the Jlandes of Canarie (euen vnto this Flanv, 
oꝛ the {pace of foure thouſand and two hundꝛed myles) they had 
ſeene no land, where they might fynde any freth water, forat 
muche as in all this large {pace the Ocean is without landes. 
At they commpng therefore to lande, the Canibales aflaplen 
them, caried away the women, and put the men to ſuche 
diſtreſle, that fewe ol them eſcaped . By reafon whereof, 
Pontius beyng greatly diſcomlited, durſt not inuade the Cani⸗ 
bales, fearyng they venomed arrowes, which theſe naked mane 
hunters can direct moſt certaynely. Thus good Pontius fapling 
of his purpoſe, was fayne to geue ouer the Canibales, whom 
(being fafe ¢ onder the houſe roofe)be thꝛeatned to vanquich and 
deſtroy. TAhyther he went from thence, oꝛ what new thyngs he 
founde, J haue as pet no further knowledge. By theſe myſſoꝛ⸗ 
tunes, Solifius loſt his lyfe, Pontius his honour. Let vs nawe 
ſpeake of an other, whole enterpꝛyſe came to lyke purpole the 
fame peere. Iobannes Aiora, boꝛne in the citie of Corduba, a Han 
of noble parentage, ſent in ſteade of the Lieuetenant(as we haue Sioa. 
laide) moze couetous of gold, then careful of bts charge, oꝛ delt Locke Terabe 
Wanne 
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extremeln, that ol rendes they became moſt cruel enemies, 

— tuſomuch that they cealled not with deſperat myndes, by al mea: 

ahn Aiora. nes they coulve, to flap our men openly op priutlie. By rea on 

whereof it is come to paſle, chat where before chey battered 

quietly, exchanging ware fo ware, they are nawe fapne to do 

all chynges by force of armes. hen he had thus exacted a 

great quantitie of golde of them (as it is ſayde)he fled pꝛiuilpe, 

andtooke away a thpp with hym by ſtealth, as the common 

rumour goeth, noꝛ pet hytherto haue we hard whyther he went, 

| oz where he is arryued. Some ſuſpect that Petras Arias the go⸗ 

uernour thould conſent to his departure, becauſe this Johannes 

Aiora, is brother to Gonſalus Aiora, the kynges hiſtopiographer, 

aman both learned, and expert in the diſcipline of warre, and fo 

much the ouernours frend, that thele two among a fewe, may 

be counted examples of rare amitie. I my ſelfe alſo am greatly 

bounde vnto them boch, and haue long enioped theyꝛ frendſhyp:

Des MUtpli he came to the region of Cerabaro , which our men named 
sade, iii.. lii. Gyatia Dei, diſtaunt from Dariena about a hundzed and fourſcoꝛe 
myles: fop they call it theeſcoꝛe leagues. Oe ſpent certaine dates 
heere in idlenelle: fop he coulde neither by faxꝛe meanes, noꝛ by 
foule, allure the kyng of the region to come to hym. Ahyle he 
lay thus idelly, there came to hym other fpftie min, ſent from 
Oeriena vnder the gouernaunte of ca ptayne Lodouicus A ercado, 
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che maner of the S panpardes is to recken, and not by myles:

barres wherewith women beare bp theyz heſtes. they had gea⸗ 
thered togeather in gold the ſunnne of fourſcoꝛe thoufand Caſtel⸗ 

lans, which chey bad obtayned partly bp exchange fop our things 
where they founde the kynges they: frendes, c otherwiſe by foꝛ⸗ 
cyble meanes where they founde the contrary. They had got⸗ 

ten alſo fourtie ſlaues, whole helpe they bled both for cariage of 

their victualles and baggagies, in the ſteede of Moyles oʒ other 

beaſtes of burden, x allo to releeue {uch as were fick and foꝛwee⸗ 

ried by reaſon of theyz long iourneies and hunger. Alter theſe 

pꝛoſperous voyages, they tame by the do minton ol kyng Scoria, 

tothe palace of a kyng named Parixe, where ( fearyng no ſuche 
thing) Paris encloled them with a great armie, and affaplen Fagcung Be 
them ſtraggelyng and vnwares, in ſuch fort that they had no lea / the an bree 
lure to put on they armure.

But ſhoꝛtly after that J had finiſhed my Che Spants 
fay bookes, thee Spaniards p were the mol auncient citisens ards of Cuba 
of cuba, as Franciſcus Fernandes of Corduba,Lupus Oc ho, C hriſto- — 
phorus Morantes determined to ſeeke new lands, as the myndes 

of the Spaniards are euer vnquiet ¢ giuen to attempt great en 
terpꝛiſes. They furniſhed, at their owne charges, thee of thole 

ſhyppes which they call Carauels, and hauing ſirſt lycence ol Di- 

egus Velafquen the gouernour of the lande, they departed with a 

hundꝛed and ten men from the Melt angle of Cuba: Fo this an · The Welk arts 
gle is moſt commodious to relieue ſhippes, to make pꝛouiſion ie of cuba. 
tn freſhe water ¢ fuell. Thus they ſayled continually fire dayes 

and a halle betwene the weſt ¢ the South, contented onely with 

the fight ofthe heauen ¢ the water, during which tyme, they ſup⸗ 
pole that they layled nat paſt thacefcore and fire myles: Foꝛ they Note · 

lay at anker all nyghe, whereſoeuer the fallyng of the Sunne 

tooke the day lyght from them, leaſt by wanderyng in vnknowen 

feas, they myght chaunce to bee tilt vypon rockes oꝛ landes: 

But at the length they chaunced vppon a great Jlande, named Tyr Jlande o 
Licatana, hole beginnyng tbinhabitauntes call Eccampi . Dur Auen, 
men went to the cille, ſtandyng on the lea lpde, the which, for the well bnglded. 
bygneſſe thereol, they named Cayrus, oꝛ Alcair, thinhabitauntes 
wherol enterteined them berp friend y. hen they were entred 

into the citte, they marueyled to beholde the houſes buylded lylte 

Tounes, magnificall temples, Mreates well paued, and great ex⸗ Temples. 
ercile of bying and ſellyng by exchaunge of ware fo; ware. Their 
houles are either eee ol buicke and lyme, and artilici· Yumane peo 
ally vought. Co the fir poꝛches ol hep? houſes, and maln 
tations, they aſcend by ten oꝛ twelife ſtayꝛes: they are couered ei⸗

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barians gaue our men many hoocheg and icwelles of golde, Peers. oe 
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of the weft Indies 
This nation is apparelled after a thouſande faſhions, with bee 


ſtures made of goſſampyne cotton op bombage, of dyuers coo 
loures. The women are couered from the girdle to the heele, ha. 


uyng dyuers falihions of vailes about their heades and hyeſtes, 
with great cautell leaſt any part of their legges op feete be ſecne: 
they reſozte muche to their temples, vnto the whiche the chicfe 
rulers haue the wayes paued from their owne houſes: they are 
Wolatoura, and cirtumciſed, they occupie their maner of ex⸗ 
chaunging with muche fivelitte : they vie to adourne the hearez 
of their heades. Being demaunded by thinperpꝛetours, of whom 
they recepued they circumciſion: they anſwered, that there once 
paſſed an exceedyng lapꝛe man by their coaſtes, who left them 
that in token to remember him . Other fap, that a man bꝛigh⸗ 
ter then che Sunne, went among them, and executed that of 
kyce: but there is no certayntie beereof . hen our men had 
remayned there certapne dayes, they ſeemed to bee moleſtous to 
thiuhabitantes, atcoꝛdyng ta the conunon faping „The lon⸗ 
ger a gheſt taryeth, the woꝛſe is his entertaynement: The which 
thyng our men perceyuyng, they made the more halt away. Ge: 


ing therefore pꝛouided of all thingee nereſſary, they tooke theyꝛ 


biage directly to warde the elt, by the pꝛouince which thinha⸗ 
bitauntes call Comi, and Maiam . They ouerpaſſed theſe reat: 
ons, takyng onely freſhe water and fuell in the ſame. The Bar⸗ 
barians, both men, women, and childzen, flocked to che fea ſyde. 
aſtonyſched greatly to beholde the huge bygneſſe of the ſhyppes. 
Dur men marueyled in maner no lefle to brew thrir buyldinges, 
and eſpecially their temples ſituate neare brite the fea, and erec⸗ 
ted alter the maner of tones. Thus at the length hauyng fay 
led about a hundzed and ten mples, they thought it good to lay 
Anker in a pꝛouince named Campec hium, whole chiele towne 


ouland conſiſteth of dee thouſande houſes. Thinhabitantes came ſwim⸗ 
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landes, 157 
med to cate fleſbe, and haue great plentie of bealles and foules, gorentie of 
ag peacockes, and other, wbiche they francke ann fede in wal. 
they bouſes: alſo dyuers kyndes of wylde foules ol the moun 
tapnes, wooddes, and waters: Ipkewple Partriches, Quailes, 
Turtle dooues, Duckes, and Geeſe. Ok beaſtes, they haue 
Connies, Moolues, Lions, Tigers, Foxes, wylde Boczes, 
Hartes, and Patres. After this banquet, the kyng with his 
trayne and famplie bꝛought our men into a hꝛode croſſe way, 
where many ſtreates do meete: In this, they ſhewed them as it They Idoles 
were a great and high alter, buylded foure fquare of marble, com⸗ and Joolatrp, 
pacte togeather partly with the tough cleye of Babilon called Bi- 
tumem, and partly with ſmall fones, it had on euery {poe foure 
ſlapꝛes: Upon the altare was an Image of a man made of mare 
ble, and fatt by it the images of two beaſtes of bnknowen ſhape, 
which ſeemed as though they woulde with panyng mouth haue 
tome in ſunder the belly of the mans Image. On the other (ype 
ftoode a great Serpent, compact ok the fayde tough cleye and 
ſmall ſtones: This Serpent beyng in lengch .clvit. foote, and 
of the bygneſſe ol a large Dre, ſeemed to deuour a Lion of mars 
ble, and was al beſparcled wich kreſhe blood. Parde by the al: f 
tare, were tee poſtes faſtned in the grounde, the which thꝛee o⸗ 
ther trauerſed, and were ſuſteyned with fones . In this place 
offenders were put to death, in token wherof they ſawe innume⸗ 
rable arrowes ſtayned with blood, ſome ſcattred, fome lying on f 
beapes, ſome bꝛoken: alſo a great number of mens bones, ly⸗ | 
ing in a court oꝛ yarde neere vntu this funeſtal place, their houles goutes lime

men perteyued they wylynes, and rekuſed tu go any furdyer: 
Vet a thouſande of the Barbarians aſſapled chem vnwarcg, 
and unpzepared: by reaſon whereof, they were put to flyght, 
and dytiers of them llayne in the chale . Many that fledde tos 
warde the ſhyppes, were entangled in the mudde and maryſhes 
neere vnto the (hore: Cwentie and two were ſlayne with ar: 
rowes, and the reſydue for the moſt part wounded . Franciſcut 
ie Fernandes the gouetnour of che nauie, receyued in this contlicte 
Ry thꝛee and thirtie woundes, and in maner none eſcaped without 
| hurt: A they had gone to the hylles whiche were appoynted 

them, chey had ben flaine euery man. They therfore that eſcaped, 
| : returned tothe Nande of Fernardina, from whence they caine, 


| where they were receyued of cheyz felowes with heaute cheare. 
But when Diegus Velaſquen the gouernour of the Jlande, had in: 
an oxber expe telligence hereof, he immediatly furnyſhed a newe nauie of foure 
z Caraueles, with three hundꝛeth men: Ok this nauie he appointed 
Iobn Grifalua,his nephue, to be h gouernour, x alligned fo; vnder 
captapnes, Alpbons Auila, Frannces Montego, and Peter Aluara- 

| do: Foꝛ the pylot he aſſigned Antonie Alamino, who had the res 
giment of the fppt nauie. They attempted the fame viage a: 
f but declined ſomwhat more towarde the South, about 
—— and tenne myles. Gefore they ſawe any lande, they ef 

b sped a towye a farre of, by the biewe whereof, they came to an 
she Sande of named Coxswmella, from the whiche they (melt ſweete (a: 
uours pꝛoceedyng with the wynde, befoze they appꝛoched to the 

ia: ande by the {pace of thyee myles. They founde the Nlande to be 
Hb. myles in cirtuitie, it is playne, and ołmaruelous frutte- 
full ſoyle, there is alſo golde in it, but it is not engendzed there, 


great the maner of our buployng , They 
‘one efpectaltp mich. piii ayes aſtendyng to it after the maner 
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abut lbontly after, reteiued them gentlye. Shep» cheile 
mute (toon ou men ſuppoled ta bee a ꝑʒieſt) led them vp to 
the toppe of the tonne, where they erected a banner. and addicted 
the Nande to the Dominion of the kyng of Caſtyle, namyng it 
Santta Crux, betauſe thep entred into the fame in the nones of —— na⸗ 
ape, being then the featt of thebolpe croſſe. They ſaye that it Crux. 
was called Co umella. ol kyng Coxumellaus , whole aunceftours | 
were the fyꝛſt that inhabited the Nande. In the tawꝛe they found 
many chambers kurniched wich Images, made both of earth ‘ancien 
and marble to the lumilitude of Beares: theſe they tal bpon wich mene 
a houling and lamentable ſongue, perfuming them with ſweete 
odours, and otherluyſe honouring them as they domeſticall 
goddes: they are allo tircumtiled. The kyng was in faye ap⸗ Melattr. 
parell, made of goſſampine cotton, curtouflp worigbt: he was 
lame on the one foote, by reafon that as he once excrciſed hym 
ſelke in ſwymmyng, a deuouryng fyſhe called Tuberon, byt ol all 
the toes okone of his fete: he entreated our men very frendlp, i 
and made them great cheare, After they had been heere three 
dayes, they departed; and laylyng ſtyll cowards the Teſt, they 
tſpted great hes a karre of, but as they dꝛewe neare, Gentle people, 
they perteyued it tobe he Mande of Iucatana, being diſtant 
from Cozumella only fpue ntples . Directyng therfore theyꝛ 
courte towards the ſouth ſyde of Lac atana, they compalled it on us nes 
that {poe which Ipeth neareſt to he ſuppoſed continent: pet coulde from Cozumel⸗ 
they notfaile round about it, y keaſon of the multitude of rocks, 74 
ſhalowe places, and thelfes of fande. Then Alaminus the pilot N 
turned his laples to the Noꝛth ſyde, whereoſ he had better know 
ledge. Thus at the length, they came to the towne Campe c hium. 
and kyng Lazarus, with whom they had been that attempten 
thefirft voyage the peere before, At the fyꝛſt, they were gentlye 
reteiued, and required to reſoꝛt to the towne: but ſhoptly after, 
they repented that chey had bydden them, and ihercupon willed 
them to fap about a ſtones caſt fromthe towne, and to pꝛoceede 
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adiopning to the well: che whiche thyng the Barbarians fi 
pectyng, aſſembled an army of three thouland men, and encam⸗ 
ped not farre from them. Boch partes palled a way the nyght 
without fleepe : they. fearyng left our men ſhoulde bꝛeake into 
the towne : and our men, leſt the Barbarians ſhoulde inuade 
them ſodenly, on the one part with Trumpettes, and on the o⸗ 
ther (poe wich the noyſe of Tymbzels, kept chem ſtyll wakpng 
that were dilpoled to lleepe . At the lpꝛyng of the dap, the Bar: 
barians appꝛoched to our mens campe, and called for the inter⸗ 
pꝛetours of cuba, whole language is much agreable vnto theirs. 
They had deuiſed to lyght a Corche of franckenfence, and ta 
place the ſame betweene boch the armieg, to the intent that yf 
our men dyd not Depart before the Torche were conſumcd to 
ſtand to theyꝛ peryll. The Corthe was walked.and the mat 
ter came to hand ſtrokes. They fluc only one of our men wich 
an arrowe, becauſe his Target failed him: but many were woun⸗ 
bed. After this conflict, our men reſozted to theyz oꝛdinaunce, 
whiche chey had planted neere vnto the wel, Ahen they had dil⸗ 
charged certayne peeces, the Garbarians fled backe into the 
towne, and our men were of fierfe and greedie courrage to haue 
purſued them, but that Griſalua the gouernour would not ſuffer 
them. From thence they pꝛocerded to the laſt ende of Ia catana, 
which they founde to reach moje chen two hundꝛed myles from 
the Galt to the (Heit. ere they ſounde a commodious hauen, 
and named it Portas deſideratus, From hence they failed to other 
landes, ¢ came to the region next to Iucatana Meſtward, which 
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ned at the endes with fre ool Met in battayle 
— gains

dn apapt names. Inthe atone of they bape, our men 
pped about a hunde Canoas (whiche we haue lapde to bee 
they boates) full of armed men. Here allo, the language of 
its of Cubs agreed well penough with theirs. 
ELihen they ba admitted the peace poofered them by thinter⸗ 
pretours, al the Canoas tated, except one mhich appꝛoched to⸗ 
warde the ſhyppes. A tertayne ruler that was in this Canoa, de 
maunded of our men what they fought in other mens landes. 
They anſweared, Gold, and that for permutation of other ware, | 
and not of gilt, oꝛ violently. The Canoe returned, aud the ruler 
certified the king hereof, who came gladly to the ſhippes. UAhen 
e e bis pene vnta bim, 
commaundyng bpm to bꝛyng his armur, and other oznamentes 
of colo, where wich he armed Grifalue from the toppe ofthe head, mur or dom. 
to the {ole of the foote :infomuche that what fo euer any man 
armes, armed at all partes, is among vs accuſtomed to wrate of expert artifis 
Iron op ſteele when he commeth into the lielde, all ſuch kynde ol *** 
furnitiwes made of golbe, and wrought with troonderfull art, che 
kyng gaue to the gouernour. Me retompenced hym with bel⸗ 
tures of ſycke, cloth, lynnen, and other of our thynges. In the 
begynnyng of this Iuc at ana, when they ſayled to Cogumella, then 
chanced vpon a Canoa of liſhermen, tu the number ok nene, fyſh L bebe 
pug wich hookes of golde: they tooke them all pyſoners. One ar geld. 
of hem was knoten to this kyng, diho pꝛomyled the day fulobo⸗ 
png; to fend the gouernour as much gold for his raunſonie, as the 3

relcaſe hym, without the confent of his felowes, and pai

fore, Nowe ſhall you heare howe fortune ſought the reuenge of 
theſe poore wretches, Therfoꝛe as their keepers went aland, and 
feu remained in the Carauel, they perceiuing occafion miniſtred 
he Barbari : whereby they myght recouer their libertie, ſodeinly {natehed vp 
aus len te, our mens weapons, and flue lire of them which pet remained in 
Sap epert the Carauell, whple the relidue leapte into the fea, And by this 
own weapons meanes the Barbarians polſeſſed the Carauell whiche they had 
ſoone learned to rule, and thus returned to their owne countreys.

Tyrant, and fledde to an other kyng beyng his enimp, who res 
legued them, yet onely as bondmen . It is a ſtraunge thyng 
to heare of the moother of this Aquillaris : Foz as ſoone ag 
ſhee hearde that her ſonne was fallen into the handes of the na 
tions that eate mans fleſpe, thee fell madde incontinent : fo 
that whenſoener after, thee fawe any meate roaſtyng at the 
fine, o; onely redy ſpytted to lape to the fine, thee cealſed not 
to crpe out in this maner, D mee moF wnecched moother, be: 
holde the members of my fonne , But to returne to our purpoſe. 
TAhen Aquillaris had now receyued the gouernours letter, ſent 
by the Cazumellane meflengers, hee declared to the kyng his 
Unng Taxe matſter (whole name was T axmarus) what was theyꝛ errande 
9 thither, and wherefore they were ſent: vſyng in the meane tyme 
manp large diſcourles, in expꝛeſſyng the great power and mag: 
nificence of cheyꝛ kyng, who had ofiate arryued in thole coaſtes: 
allo ołtheyꝛ humanitie and gentleneſſe towarde theyz friendes 
and luch as ſubmitted them ſelues to them, r againe their rigour 
and fierceneſſe agaynſt luche as ſtubberniy epther contemned 
them, oꝛ denyed their requeſtes. TAi ih thele woꝛvdes he bꝛought 
Tarmarus into ſiich feare, that the maiſter was now fayne to des 
"fine his ſecuaunt fo to handle the matter, that they myght quietly 
enter into his dominion as his kriendes, and not as his enemies. 
Agullaris pꝛaꝛniſep tn their behalte p they Mould not encly come 

in peace, but allo to apde him againſt his cnenues ik neede (ould 

fo require. Ahervypon he dilmiſſed Zquillaris, x with him tluee 
of his familiers and canpantons . Thus they ſ led togeather 
from Coxumellato Iacat ana: to the rpuer which they had founde 
before in the ſyꝛlt viage thither, by the gouernance of Alaminus 
The mouth ot the pilot. They founde the mouth of the ryuer Topped with fand, 
Ah dne, as we reade ofthe rpuct of Nilus in Egypte, when the wpudes 
(called Ereſti) blow in ſummer, and eſpecially in the caniculat 

papes . Therefore where as they could not enter into the ryuer 
with the biggeſt veſſelles (although it be otherwoyſe apte to re 
cepue great ſhyppes) the gouernour cauſtd two hundzed men 
to bee fet alande with the Bꝛigantines and ſhyppe boates, wyl⸗ 
iyng Aquillaris to offer peace to thinhabitauntes . They de. 
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maunded what our men requpꝛed . Aguillaris j bite 
taples . There was a longe {pace of lande I- 
towne , whyther they wylled them to > promplyng 
to bꝛyng chen bittaples thyther the day folowpng . Dur 
men went, and they came, accopdpng to thep pꝛomiſſe, and 
brought with them epght of they Dennes, beyng as bygge Tintr bens 
as Peacockes, of bꝛotunyſhe coloure, and not interidur to Pea⸗ 9 
cockes in plealaunt tat. They bought allo as muche bread 
made of Maigium (whiche is a grayne not muche vnlyke bnte 
pauyke) as woulde ſcarcely ſerue tenne hungry men, and here. 
wich deſpꝛed them to depart, But when they perceyued that 
our men made no haſt away, immediately there came a great 
company ofarmed men towarde them, demaundyng what they 
hau to do thus to wander in other mens landes. Our men made 
anfweare by Aquillaris, that they deſyꝛed peace, vittaylts, and 
golde, for exchange ofother thynges. They anſweared againe, 
that they woulde nother peace nop warre wih them, but 
thcatned them to auoyde the land, except they would be deſtroy⸗ 
ev cuery man. Our men ſayd that they woulde not depart, 
without ſufficient bittaples to maynteyne their ſouldyers. They 
aphoynted the day folowyng to bꝛyng them more vittaples, but 
thep bꝛoke pꝛomiſe: Pet perceyuing the ſeconde day that our 
men were encamped on the lande, and had repoled there thas 
nyght, they bꝛought them as much moꝛe bittayles, and com⸗ 
ma mded them in the name of they kyng to departe. Our men 
lade that they were delyꝛous to ſee the towne, and to haue yet 
more ſtoꝛe of bittaples. The Barbarians denyed theyꝛ requctk, 
and therewith departed, whiſperyng and mutterpng among 
them ſelues. In the meane tyme our men were ſtyll fo oppꝛelſſed 
with hunger, that they were enforced to {eke for meate. The 
v oucrnaur therefore ſent his under captaynes to lande with a Andie 
hundꝛed and kyltie men. As they went diſperſed in dyuers com: 
panyts about the villages of the countrey, the Barbarians met 
with one of theyꝛ bandes, aud put them to great diſtreſle: But 
wen theyꝛ felowes, being not karre from them, hearde the noyſe 
ok they alarome, they came with al poſſible hatte to they reſcue. 
The gouernour on the other (poe, placing his oydinaunce in 
the bꝛygantines ¢ ſhippe boates, appꝛochen tathe thozre, 2 
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the relpdue of his foulviers . The Barbarians lpkewyſe, 
beyng redy furnpthen to the battayle, came runnyng to the 
fea ſyde, to dilturbe them, that they ſhoulde not come alande, 
and with they arrowes wounded many a farre of vnpꝛepared. 
The gouernoure diſcharged about . xx. peeces of ojdinaunce 
The asarbaris agaynſt them: Qith the laughter and terrible thunder wher: 
lpght. put to ok, and with the flame ofthe frre, and ſmell of the bitmifone, 
they were fo aſtonied, and put to ſuch feare, that they fled and diſ⸗ 
parcled lyke wylde beaſtes: whom our men purſuing, entred in: 
to the towne, which thinhabltantes foꝛſoke in maner foꝛ feare of 
their owne men, wh they ſawe fo diſmaide. On the banke of this 
ryuer there is a towne of ſuch poꝛtentous biggnes as J dare not 
ſpeake , but Alanimus the pilot, ſayth that it coutapneth in 
8 great lircuite fue hundzed myles, and that it conſiſketh of rev. chou⸗ 


chan Bor lande houſes: Some make it ſomwhat leſſe, but they all agree 
icon. that it is exceedyng great and notable. The houles are diulded 
orb. 2 5 1 with garvens , and are buplded of lyme and fone, very 
holes. artificiall, and of cunnyng wooꝛkemanſhip. To they baules, 
chambers, parlers, o other places of habitation, they aſcend by 
tenne 02 twelue ſtapzes, and haue certayne ſpaces betwene 
euery houſe: fo that it is not lawſull for anp to lade his neygh⸗ 
bours wales with rafters op beames . Theyꝛ houſes are ſepa⸗ 
rate one from an other by the ſpace of thace houſes, and are foꝛ 
the moſt parte couered with reede and thatche, and. many al: 
* fo with ſlate oꝛ other ftone . The Barbarians them (elues con: 
pelle. tfelled that they were that day fourtic thoulande men at the bat: 
taple, which were banquiſhed of a fewe, by reafon of the newe 

and buknowen kynde of feyght wich gunnes and hoꝛſes. Foz the 

gouernour had vnbarked . xbi. hoꝛſes, which were alfo at the bat: 

taple, and fo fpercelp alſayled the Barbarians on the backehalfe, 

chat they brake theyꝛ arrap, and ſtattered them as it had ben 

flockes of ſheepe, ouerthꝛowing, woũding x killing them on eue⸗ 

rp ſyde: Ahich thing the ſeely metches fo imputed to a miracle, 

that they had not p power to octupie their weapones. Foz wher⸗ 

bemert and ag hefope they had neuer ſeene any borles,thep thought thath mau 
pongpriobe on haflebache and the bozle had ben all one beaſte, as the 
ne beat. antiquitie dyd fable of the monſter Centaurus , Dur men poſſeſſed 
the towne. xxil. dayes, where they made good cheare under coucrt, 
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twhple the otuners ol the houſes lap onder the frmament, anv | 
durlt not affaple our men, who had placed them ſelues in the 
ftroungett part of the totune, where ſome kept contynual watch 
(eſt the Garbartans ſpoulde ſodenly inuade them) whyle other 
gaue then Flues to reſt and ſleepe . The inhabitauntes call 
this towne Pot anc hana: but dur men foꝛ the victorie which they 
obtepned here, named it Vittoria. It is a marueilous thyng to 
conſider, che greatneſſe, magnikicence, x finenelle of the building 
of certayne palaces they haue in the countrey, to the which they 
relozt ſomtymes fop they ſolate and paſtyme. Theſe are curt. Palaces of 
oufly builded with many pleaſaunt diuiſes, as galeries, ſolars bygnes and 
turrettes, poztals.gutters, with chambers booꝛded after the Well burided. 
maner of our wayneſcot, and well floored . Foure of our Spa- 
mardes went into one of them, of ſuch greatnelſe, that they wan⸗ 
dꝛed in the lame foꝛ the ſpace of foure houres before they coulde 
kynde the way out . At the length by the interpꝛetoura, and cer: 
tayne cantiues, our men ſent for the kyng, and luche rulers as 
were next vnder hym in aucthoꝛitie, wyllyng them to ſubmyt 
them ſelues, and to come into the towne vnarmed: geuyng the 0 f 
meſſengers further in connnaundement, ta certifie them that in 
theyꝛ ſo doyng they woulde commune with them as concerning 
conditions of peace, aud reſtoꝛe them they towne. They came 
gladly, and enited cuerp man into his owne houle, vpon conditi⸗ 
on, that they ſhoulde euer thereafter abſteyne from ſuch tercmo⸗ 
nies and hoꝛrible lacrifices of mans ſleſhe, to deuils the mogtal e⸗ 
nemies to mankinde, whoſe — op 9 5 9 direct 
the eyes of they; myndes to Chyilt sur God, p maker of heauen 
pa who was boꝛne into this woplde of a virgin, and ſuf⸗ 2 
tred death on the crofic fox the redemption ol mankynde , and fi: |

nally to pꝛoteſſe them ſelues ſubiectes to the Chꝛiſtian kyng of 
Spapne. They promited both, and were inſtructed as farre | 
as the hoptnefle oftyme woulde permit. Beyng thus reffoped, | 
they recompenled our men with manp rewardes , fuppofpng 
ſuche men to be fent from heauen, whiche beyng fo fetwe in num⸗ 
ber, durſt attempt battayle agaynſt ſo great a multitude. They ö 
gaue our men allo certapne golde, and twentte flaucs. Depar⸗ 
tyng therefore from hence , and coatting ſtpll along by the fame 
choze ther came agapne to the guile mnbiche A — 
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pilot founde before vnder Grifalua.. This they named Bian Sani 
ti Ioba nit, that is, Saint Johns guife, foz Bian in the Spanithe 
tounge ſigniſieth a gulfe . Deere the inhabitantes reloꝛted to 
| them peaceably . About a myle from the ſhoꝛe, was a towne of 
w towne oa àtbouſand and kyue hundzed houſes fteuate vpon a hyll. They 
‘youtandans pꝛokered our men halfe the towne, ik they would dwel with them 
— geal foꝛ euer. This perhaps they dyd the rather, eyther fearyng the 
. example of the inhabitan es of Pot anc hana, the fame whcreof 
myght haue come to they; cares, op els hopyng that vnder the 
fhavowe of ſuche baliaunt men, they myght obtepne ayde and 
ſuccour agaynſt theyꝛ enemies and bozderers. Ich (as J haue 
ſayde be‘ore) they deſtroy one an other with contymꝛall warre, 
for the deſire to enlarge theyꝛ dominions, Our men refuler par: 
petuall habitation, and accepted they? frendly proffer for a tyme. 
As they c une alande, the people folowed them on cuerpe {poe 
with bowes in theyꝛ handes, whiche they helde over our mens 
heades, to defend them from the rayne, as though they had wal 
ked in a cantinuall arbour, Heere they encamped. And lett the 
reſidue left in the ſyyps ſhoulde in the meane tyme ware ſlouth⸗ 
Another bot full with Idleneſſe, the gouernour gaue commaundement to 
3 laminus the pilot, and Francis Mentegius, to ſrarche the CLeſt 
toſtie men. partes of that land, while he relecued the weericd ſouldiers, and 
healed ſuch as were wounded . To them that went koꝛward 
vonere the la on this biage, he affiqned two bꝛigantines with fyftie men. Un⸗ 
in enen yft⸗ to this quite, the courle ofthe water was gentle enongh and mo⸗ 
atta De derate: but when they had lailed a litle further toward the TTleſt, 
Boa. they founde the fea running with fo fwitta courfe, as ik it were a 
great riuer fallpng fram the toppes of hygh mountaynes, inſo⸗ 
much that in a ſhoꝛt (pace of tyme it caried them fiftie myles 
from they felowes. Then they were now entred into this bio 
A conflict be- leut fircame of water, they ſam on cheir left hande a large plaine 
— Ri fea, which met with the courſe of the other waters falling from 
trom the Welt the Meſt. And lyke as two great riuers that runne contrarpe 
Dou. wales, malte abehement tonllict where they meetesfo feemed the 
waters comming from the South, to reſpſt theſe waters, as e· 
nemies that had entred into the ryght oz poſſellion of an other: 
On the contrary part, chey 9 

both on the left bande and on the rpght . In chis ſir 
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rene the waters, they were fo tolſed on both ſpdes, and en: 
tangled with wbirlepoles, that theylong wpeftien wirhout 
hope ofipfe . Atthe length, with muche difficultte turnpng # dangerous 
the lem mes oz foppartes of they hyppes agaynſt theftreame page. 
from wo ente they came, and labouryng all that they myght 
wich the yz ones and ſaples, thep coulde {carfelp ouerceme the 
rage ofthe water, inſamuche that where as they thought that 
they had in one nyght ſayled two myles, they lounde that they 
were dꝛyuen backe foure myles: Pet at che length with — 
helpe, thep ouercame this daungerours conflpcte. They ſpent 
sil, Dapes in this litle ſpace ofſea: And whenthep were nome The lande ot 
returned to thep2 felowes , declared vnto them that that ende Coluacana. 
was the lande of Coluacana, whiche they adiudged to be part of 
che ſuppoled continent. The lande whiche they fawe a fatre of che lande or 
before theyꝛ face, they ſuppoſe eyther to be annexed to our conti⸗ Baccalabs on 
nent, oꝛ to be ioyned to the large Noth regions called Baccalaos, taltarum. 
whereof we haue made mention in our Decades, in the votage 
ol Sebaſtian Cabote. This matter is vet doubtefull: but we 
ttuſt it ſhall once be better knowen. TAhile Alaminus and M on: 
segins ſearched theſe ſetretes, the kyng of the pꝛouince (hole 
name was Multoxumam) ſent our men, by one of his chiele fee pene 
officers (beyng alfo his Lieuetenaunt of the ſayde tolune) manp or galde ann 
ryche and goodly pꝛeſentes of golde, ſyluer, and precious ſtones, — 
let and wrought after a marueplous fraunge deuice, and with 
no leſſe tunnyng wooꝛkemanſhyp. Deere they determined to 
lende meflencers ta our newe Emperour, to knowe his pleas 
ſure, that they myght in this pꝛouince plant a newe colonie op 
habitation: and this bpd they without the aduiſe of Die gus Velaſ- 
zuen the gouernour ok the Aland of Cuba, oz Fernandina, ho fyꝛſt 
tent them kooꝛth, with commaundement to returne agayne after 
they had ſearched cheſe regions, and obtayned plentie of golde. 
TAhile they conſulted hero, che p were of diuers opinions :but the 
moſt part alleaged that in this cale it was not requifiteto mate 
the gouernour of they counſayle, fozalmuch as p matter ſboulde 
de referred to a higher Judge, as to the king ol * 


Ahen they were thus agreed, they recepued the |

At the biggeſt hole in the middelt of the lippe, 
there hangeth a rounde plate of ſpluer, as bꝛode as the copne 
called a Carolpne, ⁊ as thicke as a mans finger. I da not remem: 
Sbbatalen of ber that euer J (awe any thyng that ſeemed more kylthy in 
nien. myne eye. Det do they thynke that there is nothyng more 
comly vnder the circle of the moone, whereby we may fee howe 
vainelp mankynde wandereth in his owne blyndnelle. Che 
Echiopian thincketh the blacke colour to be lapzer then che 
white, and the white man thinkech otherwiſt. They that are 

potwled, thynke chat more decent then to weare a bulhe, and 
they that weare beardes, iudge it a delonutie to be hauen. As 
appetite therfore moueth, and not as teaſon perfwaderh, men 
runne after vanities, and euerp pꝛouince is theyꝛ owne 
lenſe, as witeth faint Jerome. From whence thep haue their 
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geo, we haue ſpuken luffirientiy befoze . But as our men mat·

The matters whiche they write. are con⸗ ö 

tepned in ſquare tables, not tole, but fo hound togeather 

with the tough e flexible clay called Situmem, that they feeme 

Ivke waodden tables whiche had been vnder the handes of cun⸗ 

nyng Bookbynders . IUAhich way fo euer the booke lieth open, 

there are two leaues ſeene, and two ſydes twytten, wich as ma⸗

We ce pe among vs, henna pincers erect lun 
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bought, and paynced. IIlhen chey are ſhut, the 
feeme to — from oars in fourmne. — 
kurthermope comprehended they; lawes. rytes of ceremonies 
and ſacrilpces, annotations of Aſkronomie, accomptes, compu: 
tations oftpmes, wich the maner of graffyng, ſowing, and other 
Uebe partepnpng to huſbandꝛy. They begun the peere from 
the goyng doune ol the ſeauen ſtarres, called Vergilie , 0p Tle 
iades, and count they monethes accoꝛdyng to the mones. They 
name a moneth, Tona, of the Boone, koꝛ in theyꝛ language they 
call the Moone Tone . They recken the dayes by che founes; 
therefoze as many dapes ag they name, they faye , fo mene 
ſonnes, the Sonne in theyz tongue, is called Tonatico. They 
diſtribute the yeere ( without any reafon why) into twentie mz: 
nethes, and the moneth into a many dapes . The temples 
whiche they frequent, they adournc with golden hangyngts, 
and other oꝛnamentes of golde and ſpluer, with precious ſtones 
intermyxt . At the ſpꝛyng of the day, they perfume they tem 
ples with frankenfence,and make theyꝛ pꝛayers before they tale 
inhand any other bulpneſſe. But oh hoꝛrible crueltie: foꝛ the 
inhabitantes of al theſe tractes allo, do ſacrifice childꝛen to thet 
Jooles, in lyke maner as we haue ſayde before. At ſuche tyme 
as the ſeedes lye in the grounde, and when the come begynneth 
to ſhewe fooꝛth the eare, they deſtinate to theyꝛ Zem:s fuche 
bondmen as they haue bought, oz ſuch captyues as they haue tae 
ken in the warres, which they facrifice after that they haue made 
them great cheare, and decked them in pꝛecious apparell. Aifo 
befoe they lacrifice theſe pooze metches, they lende them about 
the towne, whyle al the falute them humbly and reuerents 
Ip, affyymyng that in thozt they Halbe rereyued into the 
company ofthe gods honour they, Zemes, with ano 
ther harpe kynde of veuotion : for they let them ſelues blood, 
in che tongue, lips, eres, jegges. chygbes. on dne, which 
tale in they bandes, and burle it bp towards benuer (0 
that with the che pauement of the temple is all (par 
cled with ‘blood . whereby they thpuke that the yr geddes ate 
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* myles viftant, there is a totune of xb. thouſunde houſen, tobiche: * 
thinhabitauntes call Cemobal, but our men named it Siuille. T he Sinilla N 
kyng of this towne had ſyue men which he referuen to be fasrifps ⸗ 
ced, whom vuhen out men would haue delyuered, the kyng made 
humble requeſt to chemn,faping that il they touke away ſuch men 
as hee had conſetrated to bee offered to the goddes, they ſhould 
hꝛyng vtter deltruction to him and all his Kyngdome : Foꝛ if 
our lacrifpces (fapde hee) doe cealſe, aur Zemes will take ſuch The royce of 
diſpleaſure with vs, chat they will ſuffer our coꝛne, graffes, olderrour. 
and fruites, to bee conſumed ol woꝛmes, ſcoꝛched with dꝛouch, 
deſtroyed with flooddes, oz blaſted with lyghtnyng. Dur 
men perceyuyng his earneſtneſſe herein, thought it belt ta 
choofe the leaſt euyll, perceyuyng that it was pet no tyme to 
diſquiet theyꝛ myndes, and therefoꝛe ſuffered them to exercyſe 
their accuſtomed ceremonies . And although they pꝛieſtes 
pꝛomile them immoꝛtall glozie, eternal felicitie, and perpes 
tual! conuerfation with the goddes after the ſtaunte dayes of 
this Ipfe, pet doe they wich heauy countenaunces glue eare to 
their pꝛomiſes, and had rather bee fet at libertie. Their pꝛieſſes cen piens 
are named Quines, in the plurall number, and Quin in the fin: ue char, 
gular : chey leade a pure and chaſt lyfe, and are honoured of the 
people with feare and reuerence. They make kagottes of the aggotes of 
bones of their enemies which they haue taken in the warres, and bones, 
hang vp the lame at the feete ol theyꝛ Zemes, as tokens of the 
victories obteyned by their fauour. To theſe they adde certaine 
titles and ſuperſcriptions, as teſtimonies of the fame. This is 
ſtraunge and wooꝛthy to be noted, that when their chitmen are 


nies and mumuryng wooꝛdes, powꝛe water in foꝛme of a croſſe 
vpon their heades wich a cruet, whereby they feeme ta bapilſe 3 figure of 
chem: Neyther doe they, as the Jewes and Curkes, thinke “PIN 


their temples polluted if any of a ſtraunge religton bee pꝛeſent

cious (ones inclofed in golde, at euery of the which in lyke ma · 
ner hang certapne ſpangles of golde . The other eheyne coulis 
ſteth onely of foure golden lynltes, beſet rounde about with a

ages tnibarke themlelues at San Luca di Barameda, where the tis 
uer Cuadalchiber entreth into the Ocean ſea, and from hence they 
folow their caurſe toward the Jlands of Canarie. Df theſe ſeuen 
Nandes, they commonly touche twa, chat is, eyther Grancanaria 
0) Gomera : anv here the ſhyppes are furnyſhed with frethe was 
ter, fuell, cheeſe, beele, and luche other thinges, which may ſeeme 
requifite to bee added to ſuche as they bꝛyng with them cut of 
payne. From Spapne to theſe Jlandes, is commonly eyght 
dayes fapling, 02 little moze 02 leſſe, and iuhen they are arryued 
there, they haue ſayled two hundped and fyftie leagues, whiche 
make a thouſand myles, accompting foure myles to a league, as 
is their maner to recken by ſea. Departing from che fapd Jlands 
o folow their courſe, che ſhyppes tary.xxb.dayes, oꝛ a litle more 
q leſſe, before they (ce the lyꝛſt lande ol che Nandes that lye bes 
fore that whiche they call La Spagnuola oz e ee and the 
unde that is commonly fyꝛſt ſeene, is one of thele Jlandes which 
they call Ogni fantti M arigalante (oꝛ Galanta) La Peſſcada(other- 
wife called Defiderata) Matanino, Dominica, Guadalupes, San 
Chriftoual,oy fome other of the Jlandes, wherof there are a great 
multitude lying about theſe alcꝛeſayde . Pet it ſometymes fo 
chaunceth, that the ſhyppts patie without the fight of any of che 
fayd Jlandes, oz any other that are within that courſe, vntill they 

come to the Nande of Sankli Johannis. dꝛ Hi/paniola,oy Tamalca, oꝛ 5 
cuba, which are before the other. It may allo chaunce that they o 

uerpalſe all theſe ykewyle, N fall vppon the coaltes 
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of che firme lande. But this chaunceth when the pilot is not wel 
practifed in this nauigation, o not perfect in the true carde, But 
makpng this biage with experte marpners (whereol there iz 
nowe great plentie) one of the ſayde fyꝛlt landes thall euer bee 
— 5 3 —.— e ( of the kyꝛſt of 
theſe, the d ce is niene ed leagues by fapli 

and from hence to the citie ol ſainct Dominike, which isin 
Sland of Hiſpaniola, is a hundzed and fyftie leagues: fo that from 
Spayne hitherto, is a thouſande and thꝛee hundzed leagues. Pet 
fozaſmuche as ſometymes the nauigation pꝛoceedeth not fo di: 
rectly, but that it chaunceth to wander euer on the one {pve oy on 
the other, we map well fap that they haue now ſapled a thouland 
and fyue hundred leagues, and moze, Aud if the nauigation bee 
ſlow, by reafon of ſome hynderaunce, it commonly chaunceth to 
be kyniſhed in xxxv.oj.xl.dayes: and this happeneth for the mot 
parte, not accomptyng the extremes, that is, eyther of them that 
haue lowe paſſage, 07 of them that arrpue in very ſhoꝛt tyme: 
fo we ought to conſyder that which chaunceth moſt commonly. 
The returne from thoſe partes to Spapne, is not ſyniſhed with⸗ 
out longer tyme, as in the {pace of fiftie dapes, 07 a litle moꝛe oꝛ 
leſſe. Neuertheleſſe in this pꝛeſent peere of. 1525. there came 
foure ſhyppes from the Jande of San Dominico, to ſainct Luca 
in Spayne, in. xx dayes: But (as A haue ſayde) we oughe not 
to iudge of that which chaunceth ſeldome, but of that which haps 
peneth moſt oꝛdinarily. This nauigation is very ſafe, and much 
bled, euen vnto the ſayde Jland. And from this ta the firme land, 
the ſhyypes trauerſe diuers wapes loꝛ the {pace of fpue, fire, oz 
ſeuen dayes ſaplyng, oꝛ moze, accoꝛdyng to the partes oz coaſtes 
whither they directe they viages, as the ſayde fypme 
lande is very great and large, and manp nauigations and viages 
are directed to dyuers partes of the fame : Wet to the firme land, 
which is nearelt to this Nande, and lpeth directly agaynſt Sas 
Dominico,the pallage is finiſher in the tyme afozeſapde. But it 
ſhalbe much better to remit all this to the carde of theſe nauiga⸗ 
tions, and the nem Coſmograpbie, ol the tubiche no parte was 
Knowane to Ptolome, ox anp other of the ode wyxters·

Of two notable thinges as touching the weft 
Indies, andof the great rycheſſe brought 
from thence into Spayne. 


J)| membraunce twothinges chiefly to be nos 
ted as touchyng Thempire of theſe Neſt 


are to be conſidered as thinges of great impoꝛtaunce. Mhereok, 
the one is the Hoptneffe of the way, x wich what expedition pour 
maieſties ſhyppes may paſſe beyonde the mayne firme lande of 
theſe Indies, into the new South ſea, called Mare del Sur, tying 
beyond the ſame, x this to thintent to come to the Jlandes where 
the {pices grow, beſide the other innumerable rycheſſe whi, 
domes e ſeignioꝛies which confine with the ſaid fea, where are 

many people ꝶ nations ot dyuers tongues c maners. The other 
thing, is to conſider howe innumerable treaſures are entred into 
Spayne by theſe Indies, aſ well that which commeth dayly from 
thence, as allo that is continually to be looked fo2, both of gold 
pearle, ⁊ other marchaundies, which are üürſt brought into this 
pour tealme of zppapne before they are ſeene of other nations, og 
traded into other realmes: MAhereby not onely this pour realme 
is greatly inriched, but alſo the benelite thereof revoundeth to the 
great profite of other countreps which are neare therevnto. A tes 
ſtimonie of this, are the double ducades which your maieſtie haue 
tauſed to bee copned, and are diſpearſed throughout the whole 
woꝛlde: But after they are once paſſed out of this pour realme, 
they neuer returne againe, becauſe they are the beſt currant mos 
nep of the woꝛlde. And therefore, if after they haue been in the 
handes of ſtraungers, they chaunce to bee returned agayne inta 
payne, they come dilguiſed in an other habite, and are dimini⸗ 
thes of the goodneſſe of theyꝛ golde, with the ſtampe of pour 
maieſtie chaunged : Do that if it were not for they; ſuche des 
facpnges in other tealmes fo the cauſe afopeapoe, chere ſhould 


not bee founde fo great quantitie of fpne golde of the copne 
great qua Bhi, of 


Indies, pertaining to the dominion of pour 
maieſtie: and thele, belpde the other perti⸗ 
ars whereof J haue lufficiently ſpoken, 
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of any prince in the woꝛld as of pour maieſties rand tz 
all this, are pour Indies. ae we cle of

= GF, Dis particuler ofthe mynes of god, ig 
a thing greatly to bee noted, and J map 

much better fpeake hereolchẽ any other 
man, foꝛaſmuch as there are nowe. xi. 
peeres paſt ſince J ſerued in the plate ol 
the ſurueter ot p melting ſhops partey⸗ 
ning tothe gold mynes ol p irme land, 
and was the gouernour of the mynes of 
Ferdinando, after whoſe departure from 
this lyfe, Iſerued long in the fame roome in the name ol pour 
maieſtie: By reaſon wherot, J haue had great occafion to know 
how gold is found and wꝛought out of the mynes, and doe know 
ryght well p this land is exceeding rych, hauing by my accompt, 
and by the labour of my Indians ¢ llaues, geathered and fyned a 
great poꝛtion of the fame, ¢ may therfore the better affyꝛme this 
by teſtimony of light. Foꝛ J am well aſſured, that in no part of 
Caftilia del oro, that is, golden Caſtile (otherwiſe called Ber agua) 

no man coulde af ke mee of the mynes of golde, but that J durſt 
haue bounde my ſelfe to haue diſcouered them in the (pace of ten 
leagues of the countrey where it ſhould haue been deinaunded 
me, and the fame to be very rpc’): fo J was alowed all maner of 
charges to make ſearch lz the fame, And although gold be found 
in maner euery where in theſe regions of golden Caſtile, pet 
ug t we not in euery plate to beftow the travel ¢ charge to geat 

tt out, becanſe it is of leſſe quantitie and goodnelle in fone plate 
then in ſome. And the myne op heyne which ought to be folowed, 
ought to be in a place uhich may Mand to ſaue much ofp charges 
of the labourers, and loꝛ the adminiſtration of other necellary 
thinges, that the charges may be recompenced with gapnes : for 
there is no doubt but that gold ſhalbe found moꝛe oz leſſe in cuer 
place.
